Don't even think about dumping snow inacity park — or toting ina pool 


full of it.

Juxtapose the 

terms “SantaCon” and “il- 
legal dumping” and any 
number of lurid thoughts 
ooze down the chimney of 
the mind. The annual 
Santa saturnalia fea- 
tures hordes of red- 
suited merrymakers 
stumbling through 
the city, disgorging 
all manner of cheer. 

Large amounts 
of water would 
seem to be called 
for. And yet, large 
amounts of water 
led to purported 
event organizers 
being hit with an 
“tlegal dumping” 
citation. 

That water, 
incidentally, was 
frozen. It’s a ma- 
terial those in less 
temperate parts of 
the nation refer to as “snow.”

neighborhood park, 


shoveling an undisclosed amount of 
frozen water onto the grass consti- 
tuted “illegal dumping” in the eyes 
of the Recreation and Park Depart- 
ment, a violation of Park Code 4.04. 

When queried if Santa and Mrs. 
Claus could have avoided the wrath 
of the Park Codes by responsibly 


And, earlier this month, at Du- 
boce Park, a pair of professed San- 
taCon organizers were popped while 
allegedly caught in the act of unload- 
ing a pickup-truck’s worth of snow 
onto the green. In addition to failing 
to acquire a permit before directing 
several thousand inebriates 





transporting their snow in a small 
kiddie pool, department spokes- 


woman Connie Chan responded in 


the negative. 
You need a permit to take a kid- 
die pool into a city park, she says, 


whether it’s full of frozen or unfrozen 
water. A $7.99 pool the size of a hula 


hoop is “a structure,” and “if you're 
putting a structure in the park, that 
would be illegal. Injuries can occur. 
There’s liability for such a structure.” 

City attorney spokesman Matt 
Dorsey politely declined to wade 
into queries about kiddie pools. 
When asked if — really — a permit 
is required to tote a glorified plastic 
tub into a park, he confirmed that 
Section 7.01 of the Park Code allows 
“broad authority to 
require permits for 

all kinds of uses of 
park property.” 
While de- 
positing snow 
in Civic Center 
Plaza requires the 
acquiescence of Rec 
and Park, doing so 
across the street at 
City Hall does not. 
And, every year, 
the Consular Corps 
holiday extravagan- 
za features a dust- 
ing of faux snow 
along Polk Street. As 
in Decembers past, 20 
tons of ice was ground 
up by Arctic 
Glacier of 
Fremont. This 
year’s tab, pri- 
vately paid: $5,546. 

That'll cover 29 $189 illegal 
dumping citations. And, consid- 
ering every ton of ice produces 
around 50 cubic feet of snow, it’d 
fill up 243 3-foot wide, 7-inch high 
circular kiddie pools. 

Snow, incidentally, hasn't fallen 
au naturel in San Francisco since 
1976. Were it to fall again, weather 
permitting, it remains unclear who 


would be responsible for permitting 


the weather.

How does a stationary 
company deliver an 
apology? 

For Minted, a local 


stationary company that 
crowdsources its cards from 
independent designers and then 
invites shoppers to customize 
them, the holidays should be the 
merriest time of the year. 

As Hallmark’s revenue 
dropped 2 percent last year, 
Minted was raising $41 million 
in capital and doubling its 
workforce. So far, so good — 
except when it’s the week before 
Christmas, and some of your 
customers have yet to receive 
their holiday cards. 

Over the last few weeks, 
Minted’s social media pages 
have erupted with posts from 
unhappy customers who've 
complained about not getting 
their cards when promised, 
and not being able to extract 
answers from customer service. 

So what’s behind Greeting- 
Card-Gate? CEO Mariam Nacify 
assures us there’s no Grinchian 
conspiracy afoot, just the 
growing pains of a small tech 
company. “What happened 
this year was that we ended 
up with more volume than 
we expected,” Nacify says. It’s 
reminiscent of apparel company 
American Giant’s hoodie snafu: 
The retailer sold out of its entire 
stock in 36 hours after being 
reviewed in Slate. Despite a big 
pool of capital and big-time 
investors, Minted just wasn't 
ready for its own popularity.

To fight the rise of the 
rideshares, the taxi 
industry deploys a 
secret weapon. 


Tucked behind a long chain- 


link fence, on a street where most of 








the buildings have corrugated siding, 
the dispatch yard for Luxor Cab com- 
pany looks the same as it has for years 
— but for one new addition. A small 
sign placed near the cashier window, 
where drivers arrive to change shifts, 
bears an unexpected, friendly re- 
minder: “Tipping is not required.” 
Tipping — the practice of 
kicking back $5 to the company 


The sign is just one of several 
carrots that cab companies are 
dangling in order to make their 
industry more attractive. With 
an increasingly saturated market, 
and competition from sleek, 
unregulated car-hire start-ups 
like Uber and Lyft, taxi interests 
say they’re faced with a dismal 
labor shortage. Enrollment in the 


SFMTA Drivers class has steadily 
decreased, and company owners 
say they can’t fill all their available 
shifts. Luxor now offers a lucrative 
12-hour shift in place of the 
standard 10. 

Recently, the SFMTA came up 
with what it thinks is an even 
better salvo: a website. And not 
just any website — a weirdly lush 
recruitment vehicle that makes 
taxi-driving look like a college 
scholarship. Called SFTaxiLive, 
it’s plumped with accessories, 
including music playlists for 
drivers, live streams of taxi town- 
hall meetings, and maps of public 
restrooms. A cityscape glitters in 
the background. 

Christiane Hayashi, the 


SFMTA’s Director of Taxis and 
Accessible Services, says she’s 
giddy about the site’s potential. 
She views it as a useful accessory 
for an industry overshadowed 

(if not outright vitiated) by the 
more glamorous, app-based start- 
ups. Not to mention it gives cab 
drivers the illusion of belonging 
to some kind of united front — a 
sense that hey, we might work for 
separate businesses, but we're still 
in this together. 

“It has been a challenge to 
communicate up-to-date... 
information to 8,000 taxi driver 
permit holders, and [this site] will 
hopefully be very useful,” Hayashi 
writes in an e-mail. Once the site 
goes live, she wants to refine the 


industry’s elevator pitch, telling 
potential drivers only they can pull 
into bike lanes, pick up street hails, 
and make left turns on Market. 
She and the taxi companies 
will keep pushing, even if they’re 
constantly upstaged. A couple 
of weeks before the planned 
launch for SFTaxiLive, talk show 
celeb Conan O’Brien videotaped 
himself taking a Lyft through Los 
Angeles with rapper Ice Cube and 
comedian Kevin Hart. The gag 
instantly went viral. In contrast, 
San Francisco cabs have the scene 
in Blue Jasmine when a bleary- 
eyed Cate Blanchett steps out of 
a taxi on South Van Ness Avenue. 
It’s not exactly a rousing product 
endorsement.

An influential politico’s house tumbles — but gives rise to a metaphor for 


our times. 
All too often, it feels like 


San Francisco just ain't that friendly of 
a town. 

Folks on your block, or even in 
your building, may not bother to 
say hello. Why would they? They 
don’t know your name and you don’t 
know theirs. 

The neighbors never drop in to 
visit. 

Actually, that’s not necessarily so. 
In one tony subdivision, a prominent 
resident has, most assuredly, dropped 
in on the neighbors. And, wouldn't 
you know it, everyone complained. 

That’s because, while influential 
developer Mel Murphy was purport- 
edly enjoying himself in Hawaii, large 
portions of the Twin Peaks home at 
125 Crown Terrace he was remodeling 
collapsed and plunged downhill into 
the streets below. 

Actually, Murphy was remodeling 
more than just a home; he was re- 
modeling the definition of the term 
“remodeling.” After multiple attempts 
to obtain a demolition permit to raze 
an 854-square-foot home and erect a 
4,019-square-foot residence, he came 
back with a plan to “remodel” it — to 
5,139 square feet. 

Naturally, the city approved this; 
Murphy’s engineer Rodrigo Santos 
claimed he could retain 90 percent 
of the home's existing walls and 
foundations even while sextupling 
its size. Last week, however, a goodly 
percentage of this percentage crum- 
bled, spewing detritus down onto 
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Graystone Terrace and giving an 
upscale enclave the appearance of a 
drone strike. 

It warrants mentioning that this 
occurred on a temperate, dry, lovely 
San Francisco evening. It also war- 
rants mentioning that both Murphy 
and Santos are former members of 
the city’s Building Inspection Com- 
mission, a body for which both men 
served as president. 


Sudden and utter loss of structural 
integrity ata Mel Murphy property is 
something of an Amy Winehouse mo- 
ment: It’s a shock. But it’s no surprise. 

A decade ago, an unknown caller 
informed the Building Inspection 
Department that an ostensibly sound 
property recently obtained by Mur- 
phy on 26th Street was, suddenly, 
“falling over” and at risk of imminent 
collapse. A demolition permit for that 
structure was later approved on the 
very day an aggrieved complainant 
claimed half the building had already 
been demolished sans permit. Earlier 
this year, after the Chronicle asked 
why work had been under way on 
the property for months without the 
necessary permitting, Murphy shelled 
out $167,833 for the required paper- 
work one day later. 

Almost exactly one year to the 
day before the house at 125 Crown 
Terrace took itself for a walk, it was 
the centerpiece of an SF Weekly cover 
story about the gaping loopholes 
that certain builders, long on knowl- 


edge and connections and short on 
qualms, can use to essentially demol- 
ish small, (somewhat) affordable fam- 
ily housing and erect monster homes 
for ascendent San Francisco buyers 
flush with cash. 

Murphy’s definition of the term 
“remodel” stretched the limits of 
semantics and credulity. But the city 
acquiesced. San Francisco, however, 
exercises little control over the laws of 
physics and gravity. As such, the home 
is a pile of twisted wreckage. But it’s 
also much more than that. 

It’s a metaphor for a time and 
place where things have grown rather 
twisted indeed. 


Distilled to its essence, the parable 
of Mel Murphy's dream home is a recur- 
ring San Francisco theme: A wealthy, 
powerful, and connected player con- 
jures up a self-serving proposition that’s 
crazy on its face. Far from leading to de- 
rision or reproach, the proposition is ap- 
proved and even advocated by the city. 
And yet, when exposed to the harsh 
light of reality, it disintegrates. 

It’s a disturbingly common motif. 
Think of the America’s Cup sold to San 
Francisco as a $1.4 billion economic 
engine attracting 15 free-spending 
yachting syndicates and millions 
upon millions of spendthrift yachting 
aficionados. Think of the lockstep sup- 
port from developers, city politicos, 
members of the building trades, and 
downtown groups behind erecting 
condos for the super-rich in a water- 
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front tower at 8 Washington St., at 
nearly triple the height limits. Think 
of the indulgent tax breaks and gener- 
ous incentives piled upon technology 
companies at the behest of those very 
companies, their heavy investors, and 
politicians favored by both. 

The city buys the notion that trans- 
forming a cottage into a square-mile 
fortress qualifies as a “remodel,” pro- 
vided aging, worthless, and superficial 
elements of the original structure 
are retained. Many city planners and 
self-interested parties can — and 
will — parse codes to explain how this 
works; they'll even explain how you 
can actually replace the very elements 
youre retaining in order to fall under 
the aegis of a “remodel” and still not 
qualify as a “demolition.” 

Yes: Parts of a building can be 
simultaneously replaced and re- 
tained. And, in the end, that kind of 
logic crumbles as assuredly as 125 
Crown Terrace. 

As it does with America’s Cup: 
The yachting syndicates didn’t come, 
a sailor died, the economic numbers 
were continually downgraded and 
remain highly uncertain, and the 
crowds were modest. Taxpayers are 
still on the hook for millions 
of dollars. 

And as it does with 8 Washington: 
Voters rejected the proposed pillar of 
pied-a-terres by a 2-to-1 margin. 

The logic has also collapsed, to a 
degree, regarding the incestuous re- 
lationship between the tech industry 
and a city government largely es- 
pousing the notion that what’s good 
for tech is good for San Francisco. 

To an extent, it’s true — depending 
upon one’s definition of “good” and 
“San Francisco.” The city’s unemploy- 
ment rate keeps shrinking and the 
amount of cash rolling around keeps 
growing. But we're reaching un- 
equaled levels of inequality, and the 
city is showing its fault lines. Tension 
grows when corporate shuttles idle 
in Muni stops, forcing actual Muni 
riders to run like hell for the bus; 
when rents and home prices soar to 
parodic levels; when residents are left 
to ponder just whom this city is for 
and whom its government serves. 
The millions of dollars shunted away 
from city coffers via tax breaks are 
calculable. The benefit this has sup- 
posedly delivered to the city remains 
more abstract. 


Your humble narrator reached 
Mel Murphy on his cellphone last week. 
The developer said he was boarding a 
plane in Hawaii and had no comment 
for us. 

It's always sobering news to learn 
that your house isn’t where you left 
it. But, for Murphy, it may not be 
such a bad thing. He might just end 
up getting that demolition permit he 
was after. 

In San Francisco, after all, logic can 
be both retained and replaced.

One parent report- 
edly told the Richmond blog that 
the school added more security 
on campus since the story 
spread. All of this holiday confu- 
sion prompted Cami Okubo, 
principal at Argonne, to fire off a 
letter to parents, assuring them 
that the incident did not occur at 
Argonne Elementary or any 
school. That kind of madness ex- 
ists only in the mind.

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DRUG REFORM IN CALIFORNIA TOOK A STEP SIDEWAYS THIS YEAR 


The Year That 
Shouldn't 
Have 
Bothered 


This was going to be the year. 
Not when California policy got with 
the polling and made marijuana legal 
for all adults (that’s next year, or 
2016), but at least when the state got 
its shit together and embraced and 
regulated medical weed, its biggest 
cash crop. 

But it wasn't. Legalization is still 
waiting for us, predictably and reli- 
ably ahead in The Future (whenever 
that may be), and in the meantime, 
the present is reliably fucked. 

Medical cannabis in California 
is still an erratic and inconsistent 
hodgepodge, thanks to a combina- 
tion of lawmakers’ gaffes and law en- 
forcement’s hostility in Sacramento. 
Despite polling that is so pro-legal- 
ization that the only surprise is ex- 
actly how many people have turned 
towards weed (support for ending 
the war on cannabis polls in the high 


50 or 60 percent), California cities 
are still banning dispensaries while 
at this moment legal, adult-use pot 
stores in Denver and Seattle are 
making plans to open up in the next 
few months. 

This, despite more studies and 
research that show prohibition to be 
unjustly directed at black and brown 
nonviolent offenders and marijuana 
to be relatively benign and medically 
effective (except when you ask the 
U.S. Supreme Court, that is). 

Was 2013 a total waste of time? 
For drug reform, in California, yes. 
But on the bright side: The feds 
shut down only one dispensary in 
San Francisco, lawmakers’ efforts to 
make marijuana smokers subject to 
an automatic DUI failed — and, best 
of all, the Year That Shouldn’t Have 
Bothered is over. 

At least it was interesting. Here 
are some highlights. 


YEAR OF THE DAB 

2013 was when dabbing — pardon 
the pun — blew up. A super high, de- 
livered via a hit from a small amount 
of concentrated cannabis, usually 
made via butane extraction (a com- 
mon acronym is BHO, or butane 
honey oil). Already controversial 
within the movement (“This is medi- 


cal?” was a common burn), dabbing 
was vilified in the press for causing lab 
explosions and rendering dabbers 
babbling stoned messes. Only the 
latter is valid.

THE SQUARING OF 
MARKET STREET 


When the owners of Kaplan’s Surplus & Sport 
Goods announced plans to retire their business 
and sell the 90-foot-long building they own on 
Market Street, nostalgists saw the end of not just 
an era, but an epoch. The yellowing posters, 
vintage Brazilian cleats, and satin Knicks jackets 
in Kaplan’s inventory would all go to dust; in their 
place, new owner G and M Hospitality would 
build a 100-room hotel for San Francisco’s 
well-heeled tourists and newly minted 
business class. 

It was just one more domino to fall 
in the grand restoration of mid-Market, 
which had transformed, over the last 
century, from a bustling theater district to a 
den of blight and squalor, until Mayor Ed Lee 
juked the city’s tax code to lure in Twitter. 
With the “Twitter tax break” enhanced 
by a voter-approved payroll tax that 
favors tech over other industries, a 
slew of new companies joined the 
fray. Yammer, One Kings Lane, and 
ZenDesk all accompanied Twitter to 
a rehabbed furniture store at 1355 
Market — now rechristened Market 
Square — while the ride-share 
start-up Uber and mobile payments 
company Square Inc. moved in 
down the street. A massive land- 
grab ensued, with Michelin star 
restaurants displacing the old 
greasy-spoon diners, and luxury 
housing erected to satisfy the 
wealthy pied-a-terre types. 
Highbrow institutions like the 
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SFMOMA and American Conservatory Theater 
launched vast remodeling campaigns, while 
their smaller peers struggled to stay afloat. 

This year, the narrative about mid-Market 
shifted. It had long been a battleground 
for development, but now it’s become a 
perfect gentrification allegory — a kind of 
visual tableau of tech money displacing San 
Francisco's boot-strapped nonprofits and art 
houses. Supervisors David Chiu and Jane 
Kim have struggled to save the vestiges of a 
previous era, but they may face an uphill battle 
as commercial real estate balloons to $80 a 
square foot. When McDonald’s made a bid 
for a spot occupied by and Indian-vegetarian 
diner at the intersection of Hayes and Ninth 
streets, even Lee's biggest pro-development 
cheerleaders balked. 

Former Mayor Gavin Newsom had dreamed 
that mid-Market would become the Champs- 
Elysées of San Francisco, but detractors say 
it more closely resembles Wall Street. And as 
such, it’s become a major battle line in the 
gentrification wars — a place where labor 
organizers picket the new tech tenants, while 
cash-strapped nonprofits beg the mayor to 
siphon off affordable real estate. When the city 
banned street chess, Occupy protesters geared 
up for war. 

Development shows no sign of slowing in 
San Francisco’s most-contested retail corridor, 
and the class wars are starting to heat up. 
They'll persist until every last nonprofit 
is priced out, and every arts organization 
crumbles, and even the city’s homeless have to 
migrate to Oakland.

CRASH LANDING: ASIANA 
AND ITS AFTERMATH 


It would be wholly accurate — albeit a slight un- 
derstatement — to describe the July 6 crash of 













Asiana Flight 214 at San Francisco 
International Airport as “a concat- 
enation of horribles.” New docu- 


ments released by the National 


Transportation Safety Board this | 


month reveal that 16-year-old passen- 

ger Ye Meng Yuan was run over by not 

one, but two San Francisco fire rigs as 

they rushed to rescue the victims. And the 
first vehicle to hit her was properly equipped 
with both a heat sensor and “spotter,” con- 
trary to previous reports. 

But the misbegotten rescue effort was 
eclipsed by a flurry of lawsuits launched 
against Boeing and Asiana for running 
shoddy aircraft, and by a bizarre reporting 
blunder from local news station KTVU, which 
erroneously named the Korean pilots as “Sum 
Ting Wong, Wi Tu Lo, Bang Ding Ow, and Ho 
Lee Fuk.” The botched names went instantly, 
massively viral as soon as the station aired 
them, begetting yet another lawsuit — this 
one filed by Asiana against KTVU. Asiana 
withdrew the complaint shortly thereafter, 
evidently heeding the words of local attorney 
Joshua Koltun, who deemed it “spectacularly 
inadvisable.” 

So, not surprisingly, many people spent the 
rest of the year apologizing. Asiana and Boeing 
had to make amends with crash victims’ fami- 
lies, while local firefighters bewailed what Chief 
Joanne Hayes-White called “a tragic accident.” 
For its part, KTVU expressed utmost contrition 
to the Korean community. In December, the 
station tried to atone by airing a 30-minute doc- 
umentary on Korean-American “Success Mak- 
ers, hosted by former reality TV star Yul Kwon. 
Members of the Korean American Bar Associa- 
tion of Northern California, who'd helped con- 
ceive the idea, called it a nice gesture. 

The organization’s vice president, Taewoong 
Koo, said he'd like to see more comprehensive 
coverage of Koreans, and of Asian-Americans 
at large — and not just in the event of a major 
gaffe, or a plane crashing into a seawall. RS 


A CIRCUS AT BART 


Circus acrobat Yenier Perez Garizabaldo gained In- 
ternet notoriety this summer, when a BART sur- 
veillance camera caught him doing perfect 
cartwheels and pirouettes over a station turnstile 
— in the nude. Though he was quickly fired from 
local circus troupe Clowns Not Bombs and 
charged with sexual battery of a BART em- 
ployee, Garizabaldo became an instant 
star in the blogosphere. He was also a har- 
binger of bad things to come for BART, at a 
time when employees and managers were 
stewing in a protracted labor dispute. 
Weeks after his arrest, Garizabaldo 
became a cudgel in BART labor ne- 
gotiations, when union organizers 
strung together a film montage of 
his antics. He became a bit player 
in a film meant to rouse the general 
public, about the horrors that sta- 
tion agents confront every day. Not 
only do they face long hours, meager 
benefits, and cranky customers, the 
unions said, they also live in fear of 
being molested by circus escapees. 
Two labor strikes ensued at BART 
this year, one in July and another in late 
October, resulting in heavier air pollu- 
tion, a temporarily battered economy, 
and two worker fatalities that are still 
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the transit system’s labor unions filed a 
lawsuit against BART management in 
Alameda County Superior Court. Trains 
still rattle down the tracks each morn- 
ing, but the specter of another nude 
acrobat hovers everywhere. RS 


AMERICA’S CUP, 
SPILLED 


When yachting billionaire Larry Ellison 
ebulliently hoisted the America’s Cup over 
his head, it capped a modern-day San Fran- 
cisco tale of success: The self-interested tech 
oligarch, with the orgiastic support of city 
government and little regard for rules, crush- 
ing poorer, more homespun opposition. 

Root, root, root for the home team. 

To be fair, Oracle Team USA’s come-from- 
behind victory deserves to sail into the sporting 
pantheon. It was, truly, an amazing comeback 
and a testament to the men aboard the yacht. It 
was not, however, a “stirring” comeback as de- 
scribed in the sporting press; that would require 
large numbers of people to be “stirred.” 

Optimistic counts bandied about by event 
organizers claim 700,000 people took in the Cup 
action during the course of three months. Grand 
— but that’s far fewer than the number of folks 
who showed up to watch Hardly Strictly Blue- 
grass in one weekend. And no one can say for 
certain just how many people actually showed 
up to watch the regatta who wouldn't have vis- 
ited the city anyway, and if these people didn’t 
actually crowd out other would-be tourists flood- 
ing San Francisco in peak tourist season. 

The promise of a $1.4 billion infusion into the 
city’s economic veins was sharply downgraded to 
$900 million in March before reports this month 
it registered a $364 million impact. And yet, 
it remains uncertain how much of that money 
wouldn't have been generated, regardless, by the 
hordes of visitors visiting our visitor-friendly 
city. 

A less friendly — and more definite — 
number is the minimum of $5.5 million biting 
taxpayers in their taxpaying rear ends: money 
out of public coffers to subsidize a billionaire’s 
boat race. 

As the city this week makes its pitch to host 
the next Cup, only one thing is truly certain: un- 
certainty. JE 


ABAY BRIDGE OVER 
WILLIE WATERS 


San Franciscans were witness to two telling exam- 
ples of How Stuff Works this year delivered by the 
same bridge. 

The first came via the ethereal new eastern 
span of the Bay Bridge, a luminous ivory tower 
resembling a Tolkien fortress — only wrought 
from concrete and steel of questionable prove- 
nience, and decked out with palm trees. 

At last the question was answered: How 
many years late and how much over budget will 
the Bay Area’s most vital connector be? Answer: 
A decade late and billions over budget. In a nod 
to those niggling truths, a costly extravaganza 
slated to mark the opening was replaced by 
Gavin Newsom wielding a blowtorch on Sept. 

2 to cut a chain (the industrial version of a rib- 
bon-cutting). He mentioned something about 
the monument to runaway capital projects 
being an impetus for big dreamers to dream big

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distracted by the proximity of an open flame to 
Newsom’s pomaded head. 

A lesson of another sort was imparted via 
the photogenic western span of the Bay Bridge 
(which in March was adorned with artist Leo 
Villareal’s Bay Lights mega-sculpture). With ra- 
pidity befitting a shipment of milk to hurricane 
victims and a series of lopsided votes akin to 
parliamentary procedures in a junta, the 
state Legislature on Sept. 10 named 
the city side of the bridge after 
Willie Brown. The move was 
foisted upon San Franciscans 
by a coterie of Southern 
California representatives 
and, on its face, didn’t jibe 
with the legislature’s own 
rules. But only dreamers 
dreaming big dreams 
would think that mattered 
in the least. 

Brown, the former boss 
of the Legislature, two-term 
mayor of San Francisco, and cur- 
rent influence-peddler extraordinaire, 
now shares a name with the bridge those 
priced out of the city via his actions will take 
to their new hometowns.

VIEW FROM 
THE TOP 


San Francisco's municipal election of Nov. 5 was 
far, far below whelming. In a city of more than 
800,000, featuring 440,000 registered voters, 
only 129,000 of us bothered to cast a ballot. 

And yet, elections do matter. And it was 
a rough, dare we say underwhelming, one 
for proponents of the 8 Washington luxury 
condo tower. Powerful developers, powerful 
influence-peddlers, powerful members of the 
building trades, powerful money-laundering 
downtown groups, and powerful members of 
the so-called “City Family” were folded, spin- 
dled, and mutilated by the electorate. Some 
two-thirds of the voters gave the thumbs- 
down to the notion of $5 million condos for 
the uberwealthy in a structure nearly triple 
waterfront height limits and mere feet from 
a sewer pipe carrying a quarter of the city’s 
effluvia. 

For observers sifting through the wreckage 
of 8 Washington, the message in the black box 
seemed to play differently to those of differ- 
ing ideologies. If you're a pro-development, 
downtown sort forced to scoop your teeth off 
the pavement, you can blame disingenuous 
sloganeering and cheap NIMBY populism. If 
youre a self-styled progressive, you can crow 
about cracks appearing in the armor of the 
pro-development forces enthusiastically run- 
ning this city. 

Or, maybe, it was just a tough sell to ask 
voters’ permission to slap down condos on the 
public boulevard they could never, ever afford 
— in the midst of giddily spiraling home prices 
and rents and a scourge of evictions. 

More certain is what’s to come: continuing 
battles for the plight of the waterfront and, all 
but surely, more ballot-box city planning.

THE SILK ROAD 
MOVES ONWARD 


Up until the day of his arrest, in the science fiction 
department of the Glen Park Public Library, local 
currency trader Ross Ulbricht lived the life of any 
cash-strapped, aspiring tech bro. He sublet a room 
in the West Portal neighborhood, worked out of 
coffee shops, hewed to all the standard libertarian 
principles, talked about forming a start-up the 
way nerds of yesteryear talked about writing the 
great American novel, and told everyone his name 
was ‘Josh.” All the while, he allegedly ran a vast 
Internet black market called Silk 
Road, which offered product list- 
ings for narcotics, fake IDs, 
weapons, and other contra- 
band, all traded via the 
electronic currency 
Bitcoin. 
Now Ulbricht awaits 
a criminal trial in 
New York, and in the 
meantime, a new Silk 
Road has risen from 
the ashes, with more 
than 3,000 drug listings 
to date. Bitcoin, meanwhile, 
has only strengthened in 
value, becoming an object of fasci- 
nation for bankers, and a somewhat vi- 
able transaction system in San Francisco, where 
it’s accepted by sushi restaurants and certain 
enlightened landlords. The FBI has launched yet 
another game of wack-a-mole with Silk Road 2.0 
and other such “dark” Internet sites, but with 
one case ostensibly closed, others keep opening. 
If Ulbricht remains behind bars, the Silk Road 
might go on without him. RS 


DISPATCH FROM 
THE FUTURE 


One of the best symbols of “new” San Francisco is 
actually a relic of the past — the black Lincoln 
town car, gliding along Market Street with all the 
slow-motion elegance of a spacecraft in orbit. 
Many of these livery vehicles now contract with 
the technology start-up Uber, a company 
launched in 2010 with grand aspirations to “dis- 
rupt’ the taxi industry. In the three years since its 
inception, it’s spawned a veritable empire. 

Uber and its various copycats — among them 
Lyft and SideCar — tout themselves as referral 
services out to modernize an old, crumbling taxi 
system. Without fleets of their own, they've 
managed to corner a market that someone 
else has capitalized, enlisting armies of 
journeyman drivers to squire custom- 
ers around town. Offering an easy dis- 
patch system that could summon a car 
with one button on a smartphone, they 
appealed to riders who'd long complained 
about San Francisco’s sub-par transit options. To 
taxi interests, though, the app-based start-ups 
weren't great innovators. They were parasites. 

Earlier this year, the California Public Utili- 
ties Commission launched a series of regulatory 
proceedings to figure out what to do with the 
new start-ups, which it rechristened “Transpor- 
tation Network Companies.” Lax oversight and 
lean operational costs had helped enrich the 
start-ups, to a point that San Francisco transit 
had become increasingly privatized. The San 
Francisco Municipal Transportation Agency 
suddenly faced a bedeviling labor shortage*as 


drivers defected to Lyft and Uber. Taxi compa- 
nies watched their businesses devolve and their 
political influence slip away. 

For a while, the future looked bright for Uber 
and its ilk, even as regulators kept haggling in 
the CPUC. Then. in early December, U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Edward Chen greenlit a class-action 
suit that challenged a core tenet of the transit 
start-up model — the practice of treating driv- 
ers as independent contractors rather than a la- 
bor force. Uber is the defendant, but if it loses, 
Lyft and SideCar could unravel shortly thereaf- 
ter. The future of transportation may have been 
upon us, but it just hit a pothole. RS 


BUZZFOOD 


2013, Our Year of the Cronut, was the year the 
culinary mashup exploded onto the scene like so 
many Pop Rocks. Most of the unholy concoctions 
cooked up by enterprising chefs were devoured 
by the Internet with relentless enthusiasm: 
ramen burgers, cheeseburger ramen, burgers 
with grilled-cheese-sandwich buns, burgers with 
mac-and-cheese buns, ramen wings, Cronut 
burgers, on and on it went. It didn’t matter that 
many of these items weren't especially practical 
or even good. Novelty trumped substance, at 
least when pageviews and social-media followers 
were involved. 

Not that there’s anything wrong with nov- 
elty; without it, the culinary scene would never 
move forward. But novelty for its own sake is 
meaningless. Six a.m. Cronut lines continued 
at Manhattan mothership Dominique Ansel 
Bakery not because the Cronut was supposed to 
be too delicious to miss — many New York food 
writers decried the doughnut/croissant hybrid 
as too sweet — but because trying the Cronut 
had become a form of social currency, measured 
in likes. The Cronut’s trickle-down effects were 
seen in the Bay Area knockoffs (the Fauxnut, 
the CroNot) that San Franciscans dutifully lined 
up for, even though many of them were sorry 
approximations of the real thing. 

Then there was the frenzy over the ramen 
burger at Nombe, which drew a block-long line 
at August’s San Francisco Street Food Festival, 
fed by hype from a similar burger at Brooklyn’s 
hip food gathering Smorgasburg. The ramen

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burger turned out to be merely okay, its greasy, 
crunchy “bun” of deep-fried ramen noodles no 
substitute for a fluffy bread roll. A few weeks 
later, the ramen burger beget the cheeseburger 
ramen at a Hapa Ramen pop-up. Its complex, 
meaty broth tasted good, but the whole thing 
was so rich that even though I shared a $15 
bowl with a friend, we only got through half 
of it. 

But it didn’t matter, because I went to eat 
cheeseburger ramen that night not to review 
it, but to tweet about it. I posted a photo of the 
menu on Twitter and Instagram, a menu that 
included a ridiculous litany of add-ins like ba- 
con, uni, crispy pig’s ear, chorizo gravy, kimchi, 
and whipped lardo that I'd gleefully ordered. 
And I was rewarded for my performance when 
I was retweeted by Pete Wells, restaurant critic 
for The New York Times. “For the time capsule,” 
he wrote to his 60,000 followers. Come to think 
of it, burial is probably the best outcome we can 
hope for.

LISTENING BACKWARDS 


Halfway through the year, while editing this pa- 
per’s music section, I began to notice that we 
were using an awful lot of apostrophes. They usu- 
ally appeared in a reference to some decade — 
70s,” “80s,” or “90s” — and those decades were 
being used not as actual dates, but adjectives. 
Time periods were serving as shorthand for par- 
ticular qualities of new music — qualities we ap- 
parently found reason to invoke again and again, 
usually approvingly. 

It’s not just us doing this. An obsession with 
the musical past has been in full swing for years 
now. The British critic Simon Reynolds argued 
in a 2011 book that our pop culture, music espe- 
cially, now looks backward more than forward. 
That felt truer than ever this year, whether look- 
ing at the vast spectrum of music represented by 
the Bay Area’s disparate scenes, or the national 
pop landscape. Acts, whether they play rock, 
dance, or increasingly hip-hop, are now defined 
by the particular slice of the past they evoke. 
Staying relevant means finding new corners of 
the past to steal from: This fall, Arcade Fire rein- 
vented itself as a product of downtown Manhat- 
tan in the early ’80s. San Franciscans Thee Oh 
Sees once owed a heavy debt to 60s psychedelic 
garage, but their new stuff looks back to the Ger- 
man Komische bands of the mid-’70s. Countless 
dance acts we covered sought to evoke the vibes 
of 80s Chicago, a time and place that saw a huge 
resurgence in popularity, even as contemporary 
Berlin and L.A. (and S.F.) host some of the most 
fertile dance-music scenes in history. 

The past reappeared again and again. A 
new David Bowie album, complete with his- 
tory-referencing album art. An Iggy and the 
Stooges tour. A Flamin Groovies reunion. A 

Comets on Fire reunion. A Black Sabbath 
reunion. A Daft Punk album that sought to 
mimic, right down to its choice of producer, 
the indulgent products of a bygone era of pop. 
Coming next year: an Outkast reunion, and 
who knows what else. 
The question is why, at this moment, is the 
past so enticing? Is it because it’s suddenly 
so available for us to review, in places like the 
bottomless archive of YouTube? Is it because, 
as Reynolds argues, the past is now so present 
that we can’t escape it? 

Maybe it’s something else. Never since the 
birth of the recorded pop music industry have 
things been as uncertain and bleak as they are 
now. Album sales are at historiclows. »>>pl6 
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Streaming is replacing downloading, and while 
more people than ever are listening to music, 
most of them aren't paying for it. The major la- 
bels still try to launch blockbuster albums, but 
whether it’s Jay-Z or Lady Gaga, they usually 
disappoint. Mid-level musicians have seen one 
revenue stream after another disappear, leav- 
ing them with endless touring and/or licensing 
music to commercial interests, neither of which 
is very attractive long-term. The entire industry 
is waylaid with a fear of the future that seems 
entirely justified. 

And it’s not just musicians who are fright- 
ened. We’re at an apprehensive moment as 
a country — about our jobs, our lives, our 
impending adulthood (or middle age, or re- 
tirement), our ability to remain in the cities 
we thought we wanted to live in forever. Next 
to a future that offers lots of anxiety and little 
reassurance, the past, and its music, feels com- 
forting. At other times in history, we’ve looked 
to music to propel us forward, to push us out of 
dark years from which we'd just emerged. But 
now it’s our present, or our immediate future, 
that we're seeking escape from. So is it really a 
surprise that in 2013, when our government is 
spying on us, when our friends are leaving town, 
when our careers are more tenuous than ever, 
that we look to music, new or old, that conjures 
a more known, comforting, carefree past, and 
think: Yeah, that sounds good? Ian S. Port 


TOPS MOMENTS IN 
GENTRIFICATION 


It was the narrative of the year, no matter which 
side you saw it from: either that the techies and 
their new money are killing the soul of San Fran- 
cisco, or that the fossils and the freaks are keeping 
it from evolving into the city it needs to be. So 
many news stories in 2013 prompted outbreaks 
of finger-pointing and name-calling re: the so- 
called gentrification of S.F., but these five were 
the biggest: 

5. City boots chess players from 
mid-Market 

That sound you hear is the San Francisco 
of old, slipping away one gritty institution at a 
time. In September it was the chess games that 
have taken place for 30 years on Market Street 
between Fifth and Sixth, many of which were 
played by the homeless or other folks on the 
fringes. The SFPD decided that the games had 
become a “big public nuisance,” and suspected 
they were a disguise for other illegal activi- 
ties. So the cops confiscated the tables, chairs, 
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boards, and game pieces, shutting down the 
gatherings for good. Players complained that the 
shutdown was mean-spirited, or at least they did 
when anybody knew where to find them. 

4. The Mission says no to Jack Spade 

Upscale menswear retailer and precious 
yuppie outfitter Jack Spade nearly moved into 
a storefront on Valencia that used to house 
Adobe Books, just sneaking in under the city’s 
anti-chain-store ordinance. But nearby mer- 
chants and neighborhood activists summoned a 
passionate opposition, and eventually pressured 
the company into abandoning its plans. The 
battle was won, but the war is not over yet: Store 
reps said they’re eying other, potentially more 
welcoming areas of the city in which to ply $400 
briefcases. May we suggest the Marina? 

3. Twitter goes public, and voila: bil- 
lionaires! 

Twitter, the social network whose mid-Mar- 
ket headquarters and sizable tax breaks have 
made it the poster child for the big changes 
taking place in San Francisco, went public ina 
$15-billion November IPO. While its founders 
were ringing the bell on the New York Stock 
Exchange, housing and labor activists protested 
the company from the corner of 10th and Mar- 
ket, and S.F real-estate prices continued soaring. 
Next time you walk by Saison or Gary Danko, 
and wonder who all those people are and how 
they got their money, kick yourself for not get- 
ting in when your nephew first told you about 
Twitter back in ’08. Or just cry. 

2. Peter Shih shits out complaints 
about S.F., falls back in them 

In the Medium post heard round the In- 
ternet, a twentysomething start-up founder 
named Peter Shih proclaimed the 10 things 
he hates about San Francisco, and in the pro- 
cess became the No. 1 thing everyone else 
hates about San Francisco. Shih’s list included 
weather “like a woman who is constantly PMS- 
ing,” “homeless people,” “the girls who are obvi- 
ously 4s and behave like they are 9s,” bicyclists, 
and, of course, Muni. Though he promptly 
apologized, Shih became the city’s most-hated 
figure pretty much overnight — an all-too-fit- 
ting symbol for the entitlement and arrogance 
synonymous with the city’s coding elite. Fliers 
appeared around the city telling him to go back 
to New York, but as far as we know, he’s still 
here, eating artisanal crow. 

1. Google Bus-gate 

If a guy sounds too douchey to be real, he 
probably is — even in 2013 S.F. The supposed 
Googler yelling at anti-gentrification pro- 
testers that “You can’t afford it? You 
can leave!” turned out to bea 
union activist named Max 
Alper, and the whole 
display — the protest, 
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the so-called street theater, the instant na- 
tional-media reaction — turned out to be one 
transcendental waste of time. A waste, that is, 
but for one thing: Maybe this incident, along 
with the ugly battles of 2013, will help us real- 
ize that it’s neither the fearful long-timers or 
the hardworking newcomers who are the real 
enemy in this debate. It’s our caricatures of 
each other. ISP

Most Pleasant Surprise: The Golden 
Dragon by Do It Live! 

The young company’s production of Roland 
Schimmelpfennig’s elliptical script, which 
weaves together a series of stories all loosely 
connected by a “Thai/Chinese/Vietnamese” 
restaurant, was so urgent and artful as to 
seamlessly meld kitchen-sink dialogue and the 
mythic storytelling of cutout insect puppets. 

Least Pleasant Surprise: Buried Child 
at the Magic 

Sam Shepard’s tragedy, one of the great 
modern American plays, was born in the 
Magic Theatre, in 1978, but this produc- 
tion featured forced performances with 
egregious tonal mistakes, as when per- 
former Denise Balthrop Cassidy reacted 
to the play’s climax as if she were ina 
slapstick comedy. 
Best Investment in the 
Community: The Costume Shop 
ACT’s leasing of its mid-Market 
space has been a boon for the the- 
ater world. With support from San 

Francisco Neighborhood Arts Col- 

laborative and the Kenneth Rainin 

Foundation, small theater groups 

like 2by4 Theatre and Campo Santo 

have been able to use the space 

rent-free for performances and 

rehearsals — a thespian’s dream 
come true. 
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Most Improved: The We Players 

This company, which stages site-specific 
theater outdoors, typically in national parks, 
doesn’t essay easy tasks. In the past, logistics 
of crowd-management have disintegrated 
focus and taxed even physically fit audiences’ 
energy. But with this year’s Macbeth, at Fort 
Point, the company guided its audiences with 
grace and economy while also letting us ex- 
plore the extraordinary venue. 

Best Coming Out: A Maze 
by Just Theater 

Okay, Just Theater has been around since 
2006, but with Rob Handel’s play, about 
the power and danger of art in interlocking 
worlds — including one that’s in the book that 
other characters in the play are writing — the 
small company became the talk of the town. 
Thanks to a partnership with Shotgun Players, 
those who missed it in the summer will have a 
chance to make up for their loss; the same pro- 
duction plays at the Ashby Stage in February.

EXISTENTIAL MOVEMENT 


2013 was a year of renewal and reconsideration 
marked worldwide by the centennial of Igor 
Stravinsky's monumental Rite of Spring. Vaslav 
Nijinsky’s choreography for the Ballets Russes 
famously provoked a riot among the beau 
monde of Paris in 1913, and dance-makers ever 
since have striven to achieve similar heights of 
notoriety. Scandal, aggressive brass, irrepress- 
ible creativity, and virgin sacrifices: a legacy that 
inspired numerous interpretations on Bay Area 
stages, including the viciously primal version by 
Yuri Possokhov for the San Francisco Ballet, 
Mark Morris’ abstract notion of spring in 
Spring! Spring! Spring! at Zellerbach Hall, and 
Enrico Labayen’s spring training-themed rendi- 
tion in a town obsessed with baseball at 

Dance Mission. 

Most intellectually and artistically com- 
pelling was Bill T. Jones/Arnie Zane Dance 
Company and SITI Company’s collaborative 
theatrical production A Rite, given its West 
Coast premiere at the Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts in October, which fragmented the 
modernist score and wove it into historical, 
dramatic, and scientific contexts by consider- 
ing the impact of art during a time of war — a 
condition that mankind has not mastered 
in the intervening century. Punctuated by 
the ramblings of a shell-shocked World War 
I veteran, scholarly exposition by a musicol- 
ogist, and utterances oracular, rational, and 
strange by other members of the combined 
troupes, the piece questioned the possibility 
of a coherent relationship to time, space, and 
memory. Combining string theory with the 
antiquated brilliance of the Zoetrope, and 
virtuosic technique with the arresting power 
of sheer personal presence, the production 
acknowledged the past in an experience that 
could only ever be of the present moment. 

Other notable premieres included the 
sold-out, standing-room-only reception for 
Christopher Wheeldon’s Cinderella for San 
Francisco Ballet, slated to return in 2014, 
Sheetal Gandhi's captivating one-woman 
show about the struggles of existing as a 
woman between cultures in Bahu-Beti-Biwi at 
ODC, and Shen Wei Dance Arts’ West Coast 
premiere of the dance and visual art instal- 
lation Undivided Divided at the YBCA, among 
the most intense 35 minutes of the entire 
year.

SEEN AROUND 


The year in visual art was a year 
of breathtaking highs anda 
few definite letdowns. 

Without further ado, the 

hits and misses: 

Best exhibit to have 
seen at 2 a.m.: Christian 
Marclay’s The Clock, the 24- 
hour film featuring thousands 
of movie scenes that reference the 
time of day. From April 6 to June 2, 
SFMOMA screened The Clock, including a 
series of all-night showings that were com- 
pletely surreal. Sleeping, snoring art-goers? 
Yup. Once-in-a-lifetime art experience? 
Yup, again. 

Most indelible display of French art- 
istry: From Sept. 12 to Oct. 26, the Modern- 
ism gallery devoted its entire space to Jacques 
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Villeglé, whose artwork comprises ripped 
street posters. Villeglé’s large-scale works are 
frenetic and impossibly beautiful, with faces 
of yesteryear mixing with advertising phrases 
and snippets of extravagant colors. For lovers 
of collage, Villeglé’s sea of canvases was com- 
plete ecstasy. 

Most inspired (but still disappointing) 
exhibit of a formerly famous painter: 
Anders Zorn of Sweden was so revered in his 
day that three U.S. presidents chose him as 
a portraitist. “Anders Zorn, Sweden’s Master 
Painter,” which opened Nov. 9 at the Legion 
of Honor, showcases Zorn at his surprising 
best — but still falls short, missing as it does 
the presidential works that cemented Zorn’s 
reputation in America. 

Most inspired (but still disappointing) 
exhibit of a still-famous painter: The de 
Young Museum’s retrospective of David Hock- 
ney, “David Hockney: A Bigger Exhibition,” 
which opened Oct. 26, takes up two floors, and 
gives us Hockney at his most expansive. Hock- 
ney’s iPad drawings are divine. His portraits 
are less so, but they’re there in droves — one 
after another after another, many of them 
from the same perspective. 

Best street art that stayed visible: 
“Rush Hour” at Market Street near Seventh, 
which features a wolf-like creature and an 
intricately tattooed figure. The work — done 
by Cannon Dill, Zio Ziegler, and Feral Child 
— fronts a lot that’s undergoing construction. 
The building boom continues, but so do the 
city’s daring street artists. 

The most transfixing photo exhibit: A 
tie among Camille Seaman’s iceberg photos at 
Corden/Potts (Jan. 3-Feb. 16), Gordon Parks’ 
centennial images at Jenkins Johnson Gallery 
(Feb. 21-April 27), Garry Winogrand’s accu- 
mulated works at SFMOMA (March 9-June 2), 
and Philip Jarmain’s shots of faded Detroit at 
the Meridian Gallery (Sept. 7-Oct. 20). 

Best exhibit of behind-the-scenes 
art: Chuck Close is famous for his huge grid 
paintings. From Sept. 5 to Nov. 16, John Berg- 




















gruen Gallery’s Close retrospective included 
a series of gridded photos that Close used as 
the basis of paintings. Deconstructing Close’s 
process gave us the full Chuck Close — art as 
a journey rather than a finished destination.

SEX ON BART

It’s hard to know what’s more disturbing about 
the video: the very fact of two people fucking in a 
seat on a BART train or the weird intimacy of it. 
This is not the kind of performative, porny sex 
that you might expect from a couple going at it 
on public transit. It’s just a woman riding a man, 
the two of them seeming to want to find some 
kind of rhythm, and the effect on the viewer is a 
sort of embarrassment, as though we've 
intruded on a private moment, via someone’s 
smartphone camera.

If you're the 
sort of person who’s attracted to furniture, 
you might assume a person would choose 
a nicely-upholstered love seat, or at least a 
Barcalounger. A BART seat seems like the 
Atlantic City prostitute of furniture. But to 
each his own.

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‘HOLIDAY FARE FOR THE UNSENTIMENTAL

The Bay Area has long been 
in love with Kneehigh, the theater com- 
pany imported from Cornwall, En- 
gland, by ACT for Brief Encounter in 
2009 and by Berkeley Rep for The Wild 
Bride in 2011. Both shows used lavish 
theatricality — live actors popping out 
of movie screens, props descending on 
strings from the ceiling — to tell tales 
that were equal parts tragedy and mor- 
dant comedy, whimsical tale and un- 
flinchingly honest portrait of 
adulthood. 

Now, with Tristan and Yseult, 
Berkeley Rep has brought Kneehigh 
back, in keeping with its tradition of 
staging holiday shows that don't ref- 
erence the holidays but are nonethe- 
less magical. But with the same com- 
pany comes the same formula. Tristan 
and Yseult, which chronicles a mythic 
Cornish love triangle, so mirrors The 
Wild Bride as to induce deja vu. Both 
plays tell fairy tales with framing 
devices: In The Wild Bride, a physical 
book literally bookended the play; 
in Tristan and Yseult, a chorus puts 
a record on and takes it off a turn- 
table, playing music from Wagner's 
adaptation of the tale. The Wild Bride 
cleverly showed hands getting cut off 
by having the actress dip her hands 
in buckets of bright red paint; Tristan 
and Yseult evokes the blood from a slit 
throat with a tumbling red ribbon. 

But if the tricks feel old, they still 
serve the company well. Performers, 
especially Carly Bawden and Andrew 
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Durand, have singing voices as rich as 
butter, and prolonged dance sequenc- 
es, staged by adapter and director 
Emma Rice, take the place of conver- 
sation; Rice needn't use dialogue to 
explain Tristan and Yseult’s mutual 
infatuation when, with her wildly 
inventive choreography, she can show 
how love renders their bodies elastic. 
If the play’s first act bears the 
brunt of exposition — Tristan 
(Durand), on a revenge mission for 
the Cornish king (Mike Shepherd), 
seeks the king’s enemy’s sister Yseult 
(Patrycja Kujawska) for the king’s 
own marriage and, of course, falls in 
love with her — the play’s end is tran- 
scendent, collapsing a lifelong roman- 
tic relationship into a devastating se- 
ries of peaks and troughs. No love or 
loss is ever final for Yseult, ultimately 
the story’s central character. Over 
the rest of her life, as she does what’s 
right for her and for her two men in 
given moments, she shows that the 
range and fullness of a human’s love 
can’t be contained by one relationship 
and its happily-ever-after. The play, 
refreshingly, doesn’t judge her for not 
choosing one life path. It just beauti- 
fully laments her inability to straddle 
the multiple lives and loves she could 


have had. 


A mile south, Shotgun Players also 
has a holiday show strategy that es- 
chews specific mention of the holidays 
while still celebrating theater magic. 
But this year, with Edward Gant’s Amaz- 
ing Feats of Loneliness, the company 





uses fantastical theatricality to also cel- 
ebrate the grotesque. In this play, pim- 
ples sprout pearls; trepanation 
(head-drilling) and clotting-by-corking 
cure heartache, courtesy of Ranjiv the 
Uncomplicated, a wise Nepalese moun- 
tain man played by Patrick Kelly Jones 
in brownface. 

Anthony Neilson’s play, directed 
by Beth Wilmurt, is structured as an 
Edwardian freak show. ‘The set, by 
Nina Ball, is a tiny stage that folds 
into the back of a truck, and Christine 
Crook, always a fastidious costume 
designer, excels especially with the 
backstage dressing room ensemble 
of Madame Poulet (Sarah Moser); 
Crook perfectly conjures images of 
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actresses of yore who, with their 
flowing scarves, always seem to look 
part gypsy. 

Gant, played by Brian Herndon 
with a too-narrow range (he delivers 
every line as if it’s the climax of a 
ringmaster’s shtick), is the master 
of ceremonies and occasional co-star 
in ballads with exquisitely arranged 
four-part harmonies and vignettes. 
The funniest of the latter concerns 
an Italian girl (Moser) with acne that 
“bubbles like a cauldron” and her evil 
sister Camponetti (Jones, crossing 
genders and races throughout the 
evening, always with accents that 
would fit perfectly in Looney Tunes). 

The show could have been riotous 
as a straightforward variety show; 
Neilson has a knack for scrumptious 
zingers — “There’s no place in the 
Catholic church for the sexual moles- 
tation of children, so they made one.” 
But the play takes an unmotivated 
turn toward the metatheatrical half- 
way through when Jones, playing an 
actor in Gant’s troupe, starts to rebel 
against his manager’s predilection for 
tastelessness, sparking a debate about 
high art vs. low art. His qualms aren't 
exactly long-simmering, though; they 
seem to erupt spontaneously, career- 
ing the show into a heady arena that’s 
not its natural home. The ending, 
which I won't spoil here, takes this se- 
riousness to the extreme with a grisly 
twist that too easily dead-ends the 
debate, which came out of nowhere 
in the first place, all for the dubious 
purpose of being edgy for the sake of 
edginess during the holidays. 

Shotgun may be an oasis for 
scrooges, but if it wants real bah- 
humbugs, it’s got to earn them.

BEYOND NETFLIX 


An Outbreak 
of Webisodes 


In a world where not many 
people can find something to agree on, 


there is one idea we can all rally around: 


Comcast sucks. We must all make it 
our goal for 2014 to send the media gi- 
ant the way of Blockbuster; no longer 
should its stranglehold monopoly be 
allowed to charge people $160 a 
month, only to see their picture and 
Wifi signal dip in and out like the 
daddy who left you but periodically 
wanders back into your life whenever 
he needs his laundry done. 

If you are savvy and not particu- 
larly scared of viruses, there’s a ton of 
illegal TV streaming sites. There are 
also more and more web-based sites 
that are creating their own program- 
ming. Netflix of course prevails on 
that front, with its two great original 
series, Orange Is The New Black and 
House of Cards. But what about the 
other sites, like Yahoo and Amazon, 
that have built 
their empires on 
other things and 
are now trying 
to break into 
TV? I decided 
to douse myself 
in their output 
for a week to see 
what was in their 
anti-personnel 
arsenal against 
Comcast, and the 
results are mixed. 
The short version: 
There is nothing out there that com- 
petes with Netflix or cable. The good 
news is that there is a ton of promise, 
and these sites are trying to take 
risks, which is always a good sign. 

Amazon Prime originally released 
pilots of several shows, and viewers 
were asked which ones they wanted 
to see entire seasons of. Alpha House 
and Betas made the cut. 

Alpha House: This half-hour 
satirical comedy was created by 
Doonesbury’s Garry Trudeau, and 
stars John Goodman as a Republican 
senator from North Carolina who 
lives in a house with several other 
GOP senators in Washington, D.C. 
Hilarity allegedly ensues. But the 
only laughs I got from this show was 
from a cameo by Stephen Colbert. 
Simply watching the right wing be 
idiotic isn’t exactly groundbreaking 
TV. The first three episodes are free, 
but after that you have to pay if you 
want to keep watching. Since there’s 
no compelling backstory to pull us in, 
there is no way in hell most people 
are going to do that. Amazon made a 
big to-do about how this show was its 
most-watched after it debuted, but it 
didn’t differentiate between the free 
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episodes and the rest of the season, 
so there’s no way of knowing if my 
theory will hold true. 

Betas: Great concept, great 
pilot, great cast. Four young dorks 
are trying to get their social net- 
working start-up off the ground in 
San Francisco, and the writing is 
witty and fresh, with just the right 
dash of pop-culture allusions. “He’s 
about one Bjork reference away from 
strumming her flying V,” says Hobbes 
(played by Jon Daly) about the office’s 
resident lothario douchebag. By the 
second episode things start to slow 
way down though, and the laughs 
drop off precipitously by the third. In 
a nutshell: I would watch this series if 
it was free, but Iam not going to pay 
to see the rest of it. 

Meanwhile, for an Internet entity 
that has been around for as long as 
Yahoo has, it sure makes it hard to 
find its original content, called Y 
Screen, on its main page. I had to 
Google the names of the shows to 
find them. Then, once I got to the 
pages, I couldn’t figure out how to 
find the first episodes or even hit “full 

screen.” Epic fail, 

Marissa Mayer. 

Still, I did find 

two worth a look: 

Ghost Ghirls: 

I thought this 
show would be 

a train wreck, 
but holy shit, 

is it ever funny, 
probably because 
Jack Black and 
the folks from 
Drunk History are 
behind it. Two 
cute yet indolent dipshits (think 
“Marina girl” types) are ghost hunt- 
ers and show up wherever there’s 
paranormal activity to investigate. 
Each zippy show runs no longer than 
12 minutes, and the comedic timing 
of the two stars, Maria Blasucci as 
Angelica and Amanda Lund as Heidi, 
is superb. They also possess enough 
heart to keep viewers watching even 
after the dingbat shtick gets old, 
which it undoubtedly will. 

Electric City: This anime-in- 
spired post-apocalyptic cartoon is 
apparently the brainchild of Tom 
Hanks, for some bizarre reason, and 
is indeed beautifully drawn. It’s like 
Mad Max, but instead of oil, the com- 
modity is electricity. The first episode 
was promising enough, but my at- 
tempt to watch the second one yield- 
ed only a Spanish version (Was that 
intentional? Who knows, it’s suppos- 
edly a “groundbreaking” series, so...). 
Then I couldn't find episodes 3 or 4, 
only 5 and 6. 

It’s almost like Comcast is running 
the joint.

1. Spring Breakers 

Nothing about Harmony Korine’s 
film should work, and shame on him 
for using footage from My Little Pony: 
Friendship Is Magic without giving 
credit, but what looks at first like a 
Pedobear fantasia is actually the most 
relentlessly inventive film of the year 
— and the most divisive. 

2. Gravity 

The dialog is clunky and the 
too-pretty astronauts’ back-stories are 
extraneous, but that doesn’t detract 
from Alfonso Cuaron’s fluid filmmak- 
ing, which veers breathlessly from ag- 
oraphobia to claustrophobia and back, 
all in perfect harmony with Steven 
Price’s beautiful score. “Don’t Let Go” 
is the best soundtrack cue of 2013. 

3. Rewind This! 

Josh Johnson’s documentary is 
an elegy for the one-dominant VHS 
format, a celebration of those keeping 
it alive in defiance of the march of 
progress, and an occasionally chilling 
rumination on the non-physical fu- 
ture of media. It’s also just a lot of fun, 
full of tasty clips of classic trash. 

4. Room 237 

Roger Ebert once said, “It’s not 
what a movie is about, but how it’s 
about it.” Rodney Ascher’s documen- 
tary treats its unseen narrators not 
with disdain, but with genuine inter- 
est in what they see in The Shining. 
(You probably feel as strongly about a 
movie without even realizing it.) 

5. Only God Forgives 

The only other movie on this list 
to cheese off as many viewers per

(Or 
does it?) 

8. This is the End 

Evan Goldberg and Seth Rogen’s 
self-referential comedy, in which 
Rogen, James Franco, and others 
play themselves as spoiled Holly- 
wood types, actually has the nerve 
to establish an apocalyptic theology 
and see it through to the end. And all 
without a single fart joke. 

9. The Secret Disco Revolu- 
tion 

Jamie Kastner’s tongue-in-cheek 
yet insightful documentary makes a 
strong case for the political impor- 


Bunny, Movie 43, the first four Scary 
Movie installments, and other things 
nearly as dire. But the acerbic British 
comedy I Give Ita Year serves her well, 
downplaying her sexuality to near- 
mousy levels while emphasizing her 
comic timing, and she walks away with 
a film which is very funny in its own 
right.

In one of 
many improvised conversations, Som- 
mer mentions his enduring fondness 
for heavy metal, to which O’Hara im- 
mediately replies, “You mean like Cra- 
dle of Filth?

Also considered is whether Ju- 
das Priest still plays Austria, and the 
fact that nobody in his or her right 
mind doesn’t like AC/DC, even those 
who spend their days in quiet contem- 
plation among the Brueghel paintings. 


The Clock's Ability to 

Tell Time in a New Way 

All this seasonal recap hysteria can be 
fun and festive, but nowhere was the 
movie love more teeming this year 
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and stars in this improbably great 
film, and it’s her feature debut 
— by example a story of breaking 
the mold. 

3. Frances Ha 

It’s thrilling when a filmmaker and 
a star just seem really good for each 
other. Noah Baumbach and Greta 
Gerwig might not have managed 
this degree of charm and confidence 
individually; together they achieve an 
homage-happy urban coming-of-age 
movie that’s full of goofball elegance 
instead of clichés. 

4. Mud

The late Chilean director Ratl 
Ruiz’s final film, in which an elderly 
office worker rather imaginatively 
reflects on his life, is dense with 
cultural references and aesthetic 
delights. That it’s more inviting than 
impenetrable bespeaks the grace 
of Ruiz’s cosmopolitan style: This 
somehow buoyantly elegiac work is 
among the highest examples of pure 
movie magic. 

8. Inside Llewyn Davis 

Another finely controlled Coen 
brothers movie, beautifully shot and 
soundtracked. And another hapless 
hero, treated here with real empathy 
instead of the Coens’ characteristic 
bratty condescension. The film works 
by showing its makers’ love of ’60s 
folk music without sentimentalizing, 
and without a pose of total authority. 

9. Much Ado About Nothing 

Joss Whedon gathered some 
pals and shot this larkish shoestring 
Shakespeare comedy in less than 
two weeks — while on a break from 
making The Avengers. With less to 
lose than his iffy Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D. 
show, Whedon’s Much Ado blithely re- 
minds us why the Bard holds up. 

10. Before Midnight 

Part three of Richard Linklater’s 
long-game trilogy humanely revisits 
the romantic anthropology of Ethan 
Hawke and Julie Delpy as lovers who 
had one indelible night together in 
their 20s, a charged reunion in their 
30s, and now a wounding snag of fam- 
ily tension in their 40s. The chemistry, 
and commitment, is profound.

possible,” another shout-out to 
the Weinsteins and all their fine 
products. Hmm. To her critics, 
Finke later responded, again via 
Twitter: “I write about the en- 
tertainment biz. And that movie 
is a wonderful tribute to Nelson 
Mandela since it’s based on his 
autobiography.” This seemed 
approximately as helpful as when 
LaBeouf tweeted an apology 
for plagiarizing Clowes, and the 
apology itself turned out to have 
been plagiarized too.

The Wolf of Wall Street 
Rated R. Opens Dec. 25. 

The swindling, swollen-headed stock- 
broker Jordan Belfort may have been a 
hard-sell shaman, but in one respect he 
simply got lucky: His memoir came to 
the attention of Martin Scorsese. 
Throughout The Wolf of Wall Street, 
while Leonardo DiCaprio lets loose por- 
traying Belfort's plutocratic debauchery, 
Scorsese looks on with kid-in-candy- 
store glee. There is much evidence of di- 
rectorial affinity here, possibly because 
the candy is largely pharmaceutical. Be- 
ing so frenzied and so often funny as 
hell, the film harkens back to Scorsese’s 
most celebrated work, Goodfellas in par- 
ticular, but for its way of building up Di- 
Caprio as a resourceful scoundrel it also 
seems like a brazen improvement on 
Spielberg’s much more timid Catch Me If 
You Can. That film wouldn't have known 
what to do with heaving hysterical mobs 
having orgies of sex or selling on the 
trading floor; this one almost doesn't 
know what to do without them. Glorifi- 
cation may not be an intention but may 
be a consequence, as the mania of Di- 
Caprio’s performance — which seems 
like his best ever or at least his hugest, 
even if palpable vulnerability is its secret 
ingredient — becomes mesmerizing. 
Also, Jonah Hill figures prominently as 
his brash, bleach-toothed sidekick. As 
for the script, breathlessly adapted by 
Boardwalk Empire originator Terence 
Winter, well, neither amplification nor 
reiteration is the same as growth, and 
the dramatic shape seems mostly like a 
long series of climaxes. One may there- 
fore argue that The Wolf of Wall Street 
doesn’t satisfactorily conclude so much 
as just stop — but that argument may 
come from a place of not wanting it to.

Rated R. Opens Dec. 25. 
This arty, wispy tale of the fraught near- 
future affair between a sensitive white 
man and his newly sentient operating 
system will not be for everyone, but 
everyone will have to hear about it 
nonetheless.

Confoundingly, it’s also very well done.

ina self-destructive relationship. The 
whole point of Her is the anxious 
question of conceptual sustainability, be 
it philosophical or technological or 
dramatic; beneath Jonze’s rueful 
whimsy and bittersweet soft-focus love 
story lurks the prospect of a dystopian 
sci-fi thriller — the mindset in which 
being outgrown by your initially servile 
mate seems like an annihilation worse 
than nuclear doomsday. Inescapably, it’s 
a manchild’s perspective, but that hint 
of stunted development works toa 
poignant advantage thanks largely to 
the precision and total emotional 
availability of this movie’s stars. Joaquin 
Phoenix goes all in as the guy, and it 
seems like a sly maneuver when Scarlett 
Johansson, who’s spent most of her 
young adult life being ogled for her 
appearance, shows up in voice only as 
the OS. (That Samantha Morton first 
recorded the part but then was replaced 
by Johansson only reaffirms the crucial 
narrative seamlessness here.) With 
memorable supporting turns from Amy 
Adams, Rooney Mara, Olivia Wilde, and 
Portia Doubleday, Jonze’s shiny 
someday-L.A. also is a few parts 
Shanghai and an apt setting in which to 
stage his existential angst about how 
gadgets, like movies, offer dangerous 
and dazzling simulations of intimacy.

The Secret Life of Walter Mitty 
Rated PG. Opens Dec. 25. 

Watching Ben Stiller’s modern movie 
version of the 1939 James Thurber 
short story feels a little like cheating on 
your English homework, but is that 
such a bad thing? Then again, why do 
you still have English homework? Didn't 
you finish schoola long time ago? Wait, 
are you dreaming right now? Andis this 
really the best you can do? Snap out of 
it. Stiller directs and stars as the titular 
submissive fantasizer, a “negative asset 
manager” for Life magazine who finds 
himself trotting the globe to track down 
a lost photograph for the final print 
issue. Gently encouraged by Kristen 
Wiig as his love-interest officemate, 
challenged by Adam Scott as his 





bullying new boss, and enlightened by 
Sean Penn (worth waiting for) as the 
rugged photographer of the elusive 
negative, Mitty eventually makes his 
dreams come true — even if the thing 
called Life might no longer need him 
thereafter. Of course Stiller takes many 
liberties with Thurber’s old chestnut, 
but there is a sense that its theme of 
yearning really means something to 
him. It works better in the funny 
moments than in the over- 
soundtracked heartstring-tugs, but the 
latter aren't all bad. Going beyond the 
gratuitous CGI stagings of elaborate 
fantasies, Stiller also graciously 
encourages you to get out of your head 
once in a while, and go visit Iceland or 
the Himalayas. J.K. 


Mandela: Long Walk to Freedom 
Rated PG-13. Opens Dec. 25 at the 
AMC Van Ness and the Century 9. 
It’s not a requirement that an actor 
closely resemble the historical figure 
they're playing in a biopic, but the degree 
to which Idris Elba does not look like the 
late Nelson Mandela is a constant 
distraction in Justin Chadwick's 
Mandela: Long Walk to Freedom. The 
picture follows Mandela from the 1940s 
through the 1990s, as he goes from 
reluctant anti-apartheid activist to 
imprisoned martyr to president of South 
Africa. Elba is a terrific actor, but the fact 
that he’s so much taller and bulkier than 
the real Mandela (who was a not- 
inconsiderable 6-foot) is always a little 
jarring, especially when portraying 
Mandela in his 70s. Mandela: Long Walk 
to Freedom does a good job of condensing 
several decades of history into 139 
minutes, though the story ends a few 
too many times, and the character of 
Mandela's controversial wife Winnie 
(Naomie Harris) is reduced to a 
troublemaking cypher. Winnie's 
continued work during Mandela's 
decades in prison are largely swept 
under the rug, and her story was better 
told in the flawed but underrated Winnie 
Mandela, which looks like a TV movie 
compared to the epic, Oscar-baiting 
sweep of this film. But this is ultimately 
Mandela's story, making it all the more a 
pity that we never forget that we’re 
watching Idris Elba.

| Am Divine If comedy is tragedy plus time, then art 


is often trash plus time: What was once considered 
(and usually intended to be) low culture eventually 
gets framed and respected. Sometimes the honor is 
even deserved, as in! Am Divine, Steve Yeager's cel- 
ebratory documentary about the titular, 300-pound 
transvestite star of John Waters’ early films, many a 
disco floor, and the hearts of countless like-minded 
outsiders. The picture follows his career from his 
flawless experiments with drag as a teenager through 
to his death by heart attack in the late ‘80s, just as 
he was finally starting a long-desired acting career 
in men’s clothing. Frankly, Divine would deserve a 
place in cinema history just for playing Jackie in the 
first known re-creation of the Kennedy assassination 
in Waters’ 1965 Eat Your Makeup, which elicited the 
expected, outraged cries of “Too soon!” at the time, 
and is in many ways more hilariously shocking than 
the more famous dogshit-eating scene in 1972's Pink 
Flamingos. Waters and other friends and collabora- 
tors are interviewed, and Tab Hunter's recollections 
of co-starring with Divine are genuinely heartfelt and 
touching. Note to the squeamish: No coprophagy is 
shown onscreen in | Am Divine, but you should still 
grow a backbone and see Pink Flamingos. Divine did 
it all for you. (S.C.) 


Grudge Match Presented with a sports comedy 


starring Robert De Niro and Sylvester Stallone as 
cantankerous out-to-pasture boxing rivals, will your 
expectations be raised or lowered by knowing that its 
director, Peter Segal, is the man responsible for the 
Adam Sandler remake of The Longest Yard? Oh, never 
mind; Grudge Match isn't really an expectations 
kind of movie anyway, and actually it isn't half bad. 
For what it is. These two Pittsburgh pugilists have 
been pissed at each other for 30 years, and there is 
a woman, played a little helplessly by Kim Basinger, 
who once came between them. This all seems like 
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reason enough for a young fight promoter, played by 
a mugging Kevin Hart, to set up their ““Grudgement 
Day” rematch. Sentimental family subplots and 
multiple training montages ensue. Along with a 
few genuinely funny moments. Segal doesn't resist 
the canned schmaltz of Tim Kelleher and Rodney 
Rothman’s script, and neither do the stars. Stallone 
wears his testy old-man melancholy with touching 
conviction, and De Niro makes the art of paycheck 
collection seem downright generous, like he’s doing 
an event for charity. Similarly, Stallone’s trainer is 
played by Alan Arkin, who lately seems to come 
running to the dinner bell of geriatric shtick, but 
that doesn't mean he can't please a crowd. (J.K.) 


The Past Asghar Farhadi's The Pastis a domestic drama 


with equal emphasis on both of those words. The 
drama is frequently intense, and much of it is set in 
a Single house that has too many people in it, at least 
from the characters’ perspective. After four years 
away, Ahmed (Ali Mosaffa) returns to the house he 
once shared with his wife, Marie (Bernice Bejo), 
to finalize their divorce so she can marry her new 
boyfriend Samir (Tahar Rahim), who now lives there. 
Also present in the house are Ahmed and Marie's 
young daughter, Samir’s troubled son from a woman 
who is now hospitalized and comatose after a suicide 
attempt, and lurking around the edges is Marie's 
also-troubled teenage daughter from a previous 
marriage. Things just get messier from there, old and 
new lives intersecting roughly, people trying to come 
to terms with each other's pasts as well as their own, 
with a recurring theme of very bad communication: 
Conversations frequently happen through glass, the 
conversants either unheard by us or each other, and 
much of the third act revolves around who did or did 
not read what e-mails, and who may have forwarded 
e-mails that they shouldn't have. It's occasionally 
tricky to keep track of, but that's how the past (and 
present) is. (S.C.) 


Reaching for the Moon The first woman-on-woman 


kiss occurs in the first 20 minutes of Bruno Barreto's 
film, and it’s a casual, tossed-off thing, not treated 
as momentous or taboo-shattering. It's the way of 
life on the Brazilian estate where American poet 
Elizabeth Bishop (Miranda Otto) comes to stay with 
her college chum Mary (Tracy Middendorf) and Mary's 
partner Lota de Macedo Soares (Gloria Pires), the 
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architect who gives Bishop the welcoming kiss. 
Claire of the Moon, this is not; Reaching for the 
Moon's characters are not tortured by their lesbi- 
anism (though it’s noted that Mary’s parents have 
disowned her), and Barreto is more concerned with 
the dynamics of mid-20th century bohemianism, the 
pains and pleasures of having multiple partners, and 
that implacable human need to want more than you 
have. It's a love story about all the ways people can 
screw up their relationships, even when they seem 
outwardly privileged; certainly, Bishop's incessant 
boozing doesn’t help matters, nor does winning 
the Pulitzer for a book of poems seemingly written 
mostly while wandering the lush grounds of Lota’s 
estate. As Bishop puts it inthe poem “One Art,” the 
creation of which bookends Reaching for the Moon, 
the art of losing isn't hard to master — and whether 
you're straight, queer, or other, hardly matters. (S.C.)

When you eat out profession- 
ally, your meals tend to run together. 
I ate hundreds of breakfasts, lunches, 
and dinners in San Francisco restau- 
rants over the past year — some 
great, some terrible, most of them 
somewhere in between. But within 
those, there are a few memorable 
dishes that drift to the surface of my 
memory when I close my eyes and 
think about my year in eating. 
Whether they were consumed at new 
restaurants or just restaurants new 
to me, all of them helped shape my 
culinary life. 

A few necessary caveats: This is 
not a comprehensive guide to the 
best dishes in the Bay Area, nor is 
it even a comprehensive guide to 
every good thing I ate last year. 

It’s just a list of 10 very delicious 
things, in no particular order. It will 
no doubt reveal some obvious bi- 
ases. I didn’t spend nearly as much 
time in the East Bay as I should 
have (one major New Year’s reso- 
lution is to remedy that in 2014). 
And though I wracked my brain for 
perfect, composed vegetable dishes, 
mostly what I remember is meat. Fi- 
nally, a few of these items are sadly 
not on menus anymore and live on 
only in my memory — a reminder 
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that the only constant in our sea- 
sonal, market-driven restaurant 
world is change. 


CRISPY MILK-BRAISED 
CELERY HEARTS 
AT HARD WATER 


Charles Phan’s expansion into South- 
ern cuisine was in full-force at his 
Embarcadero restaurant and temple 
to bourbon, but what I remember 
most is the crispy celery. Deep-fried 
celery hearts are apparently a New 
Orleans tradition, but I’'d never en- 
countered them before, nor thought 
that boring old celery could be trans- 
formed into something so delicious. 
The vegetable was braised long 
enough to break down its fibrous na- 
ture, and then dredged in bread 
crumbs, fried to a crisp, and served 
with an Old Bay aioli. It was the per- 
fect foil to the bar’s strong, tasty 
whiskey drinks.

LION HEART AT TRICK DOG 


Scotch and mango do not sound like a 
tasty combination, but sometimes 
what makes an item the most memo- 
rable is the element of surprise. That’s 
how I felt about the Lion Heart cock- 
tail at Trick Dog, a sunny drink that 
managed to combine Black Grouse

Scotch, mango puree, pepper tincture, 
lemon juice, and a preserved straw- 
berry garnish into something tropical 
and magical-tasting. Paired with a side 
of pork cracklins, fried with brown 
sugar and dusted with sweet-salty 
spices to become something between 
chicharron and pork belly, I was a very 
happy customer.

CEVICHE AT CHOLO SOY 

A friend told me about this small Pe- 
ruvian lunch counter in the Mission, 
and was then a little put out when I 
wrote a rave review of it, worried that 
popularity would ruin his secret spot. 
I understood his reaction, but I also 
knew why he'd shared it with me in 
the first place: Ceviche this good de- 
serves to be shouted from the roof- 
tops. It’s certainly the best I’ve ever 
had, vibrant and zesty and fresh-tast- 
ing, with a lively red chile sauce to ac- 
company it. The original version is 
great, and the alternate version, with 
bright yellow aji amarillo pepper, is 
even better. The best news: At $5a 
plate, you can afford to get both.

KOVIGN AMANN 

AT B. PATISSERIE 

Imagine a croissant, a buttery, flaky, 
perfect croissant. Now >> p30 
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imagine it made with salted butter 
instead of unsalted, and with plenty 
of sugar folded into the pastry along 
with the fat, which caramelizes as it 
bakes. This is the kouign amann, a 
Breton pastry that’s taken San 
Francisco by storm the past few 
years. I fell in love with it at Belinda 
Leong and Michel Suas’ bakery, B. 
Patisserie, which opened 10 months 
ago in Pacific Heights. Their version 
of the pastry, piled high in the 
display case, has a soft, sugary, 
almost custardy center, and plenty of 
caramelization on the edges. It’s 
stupidly delicious.

BOAT NOODLES 

AT ZEN YAI 

Food writers are more adventurous 
than most when it comes to trying 
new things, but we're also not born 
loving everything that comes our 
way; that comes from experience. 
And the boat noodles at Tenderloin 
Thai spot Zen Yai were notable to me 
because they were the first time I'd 
ever enjoyed eating blood. Blood is 
the foundation of the broth in these 
soupy noodles, named for the ven- 
dors in Thailand who sell them from 
boats, and it adds a rich, unctuous 
layer of flavor without any of the me- 
tallic flintiness I usually associate 
with it. Beef, soft noodles, bitter 
greens, and pork cracklings contrib- 
ute to the soup, making this off-the- 
menu order the only thing you must 
get if you visit.

DIRTY HIPPIE AND 
CALIFORNIA CREAMSICLE 
SHOTS AT RICH TABLE 

It’s good luck for my taste buds and 
bad luck for my bank account that I 
happen to live around the corner from 
Rich Table, and I had many great 
meals at the bar there this year. But 
the thing that stands out most in my 
memory is the shotglass-sized items 
that Evan and Sarah Rich sometimes 
serve. The “Dirty Hippie” is a layered 
shot of buttermilk panna cotta and 
wheatgrass puree, topped with buck- 
wheat, various seeds, and daikon 
sprouts. Its healthy appearance belies 
its richness — the buttermilk plays 
beautifully off the verdant wheatgrass 
— and it’s a distillation of the kind of 
haute California cuisine that the 
Riches do so well. As is its dessert 
counterpart, the layered California 
Creamsicle shot made with citrus 
curd, yogurt mousse, citrus ice, anda 
bit of sorrel.

DUCK LARB AT LERS ROS 

If I could only eat one thing for the 
rest of my life, the duck larb at Lers 
Ros would be a strong contender. I 
was on a Thai-food kick all year, and I 
craved this locally famous dish at 
least a few times a month. Basically, 
it’s a salad of chopped duck — with 


an equal ratio of crispy skin and 
moist, musky flesh — livened up with 
lime juice, cilantro, red onions, 
toasted rice, and Thai chiles. It has 
the lightness of a salad with the satis- 
faction of something much heartier. 
Lers Ros’ popularity speaks for itself, 
and with the recent announcement 
that it’s opening a Mission location in 
2014, I have no doubt that the duck 
larb will continue its reign as one of 
the best dishes in the city.

Raw sea urchin stepped in this year to 
fill the vacuum that foie gras’ banish- 
ment left behind, and though I ate 
uni in many variations in 2013, from 
pastas to potato dishes, my favorite 
encounter came during a lunch meet- 
ing at old-school Swan Oyster Depot. 
The sea urchin was delivered in its 
spiny shell, its buttery orange innards 
exposed, ready to be spread on sour- 
dough or just eaten on its own, with 
no distractions from the impossibly 
smooth texture and undeniable taste 
of the sea.

(a follow-up taste at Eat Real only 
confirmed this).

— starchy wedge fries are cooked in 
lamb fat and covered in lamb gravy, 
sheep’s-milk cheese, shreds of rare 
lamb meat, and other little crispy 
bits. 2013 might have been the year 
we reached Peak Poutine, but 
hopefully this dish will carry through 
in years to come. thewholebeast.com. 


STIR-FRIED PORK JOWLS 
AND RADISHES AT MISSION 
CHINESE FOOD 

It’s been on the menu for a few years 
now, but I always overlooked the pork 
jowls and radishes in favor of the 
more obvious pleasures of ma po 
tofu, thrice-cooked bacon, and tea- 
smoked eel. What a mistake that was. 
On first glance, this looks like a vege- 
table dish with pork as a mere gar- 
nish, but once you start eating, you 
realize that it’s deeply meaty and sa- 
vory. The rose-skinned radishes, 
greens still attached, come fork-ten- 
der, and are soaked in a luscious, al- 
most gravy-like sauce made with pork 
fat, fermented black-bean paste, and 
garlic. I feel very, very fortunate to 
live in a world (and a neighborhood) 
where such amazingness can be or- 
dered for delivery.

Drinks of 
the Year

Another year, another round 
of drinks polished off. 

This year in cocktails was an in- 
teresting one. It was the year when 
low-alcohol drinks crossed over from 
something you drank after surgery to 
legitimate options on a lot more bar 
menus. It was the year we started see- 
ing more interest in aperitif drinks, 
lighter beverages with bitter botani- 
cals to open up the appetite (not that 
San Franciscans usually have that 
problem). This year saw the contin- 
ued move away from the uptight and 
too-serious cocktail bar to more causal 
spots designed to be neighborhood 
joints. Sadly, it was also one where the 
dive bar in San Francisco suddenly 
found itself an endangered species, 
as the economics of their value in real 
estate and liquor licenses outweighed 
their profits, signaling the last call for 
a handful of them. 

Most in all, it was a great year to 
be sitting at a bar stool. Great cock- 
tails showed up in more places than 
ever, while more bartenders in more 
established places shifted their focus 
from interesting-and-challenging to 
so-good-I'll-take-two-more. 

Here are my picks for some of the 
best drinks I had this year, in no par- 
ticular order. 


DIPSEA DIVER AT DUENDE 
The Dipsea Diver ($9, tequila blanco, 
manzanilla sherry, Benedictine, peach 
bitters) from bar manager Troy Bayless 
is a fantastic aperitif cocktail: light, 
crisp, but with a beautiful balance of 
vegetal tequila and briny sherry witha 
hit of fruit.

Welcome to 
the Pleasure 
Dome 


I’m sitting in the vast beer 
hall Schroeder’s, drinking an absurd 
amount of dark German ale froma 
glass boot, the way San Franciscans 
have done since the place opened in 
1893. I’m not here to describe it to 
you; I’m here to say goodbye. Schroed- 
er’s is closing Jan. 1. 

That, too, is nothing new. The bar 
has had a number of owners — and 
locations — in its 120 years, and will 
be reopening this spring under new 
management. A lot of San Francisco 
institutions are doing that these days, 
changing hands to become less like 
the San Francisco that was and more 
like the San Francisco we're becoming: 
a hedonism economy. 

That’s my name for what 
happens when a society 
organizes itself so that 
a large urban popula- 
tion lives by trying to 
entertain its small 
moneyed elite. I first 
saw it in 1999 when 
I was clubbing in 
Moscow. 

Since then I’ve 
seen several other 
such cultures, all of 
them in oligarchies 
and dictatorships. That’s 
because a hedonism econ- 
omy doesn’t just occur when 
there’s a sufficient concentration 
of wealth; we've got that now. It also 
requires an absence of regulation to 
keep that money in check, and a lack 
of respect for individual rights and 
personhood. 

We're getting there, though. The 
number of bright, white young men 
with money and Klout who have re- 
cently made remarks about how only 
the “productive” belong here and the 
rest of us “human garbage” should get 
out of the way is a pretty convincing 
footprint in the track I fear we’re fol- 
lowing. They come from an industry 
that disdains outsiders, whose mem- 
bers have made no secret of their de- 
sire to automate troublesome unions 
away — and is notoriously full of glass 
ceilings. The shredding of our social 
fabric, of the understanding that a 
barista and a bar back are as deserving 
of dignity as nouveau millionaires, 
will have far more impact on tomor- 
row’s watering holes than a craze for 
Sriracha-infused cocktails. 

But it’s a good news/bad news sit- 
uation: Because if you are a man (al- 
ways a man) with a little status anda 
lot of disposable income, a hedonism 
economy is some of the most fun on 
earth. Talleyrand said that whoever 
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had not been an aristocrat before the 
Revolution did not know what living 
really was. That’s the spirit. 

San Francisco, of course, will be 
unlike Moscow or Havana. In those 
cultures, high status is always “high 
touch” — having people who know 
your name and can get the things you 
want without needing to be asked. A 
tech-driven hedonism economy will 
prefer machines that mix drinks and 
iPads that replace waiters and driv- 
erless cars to take you to-and-from 
algorithmically rated top clubs, where 
a seat will be automatically reserved 
for you and absolutely spectacular 
light shows will perform to Spotify 
playlists as incredible molecular mix- 
ology is served by drones to people 
who still ... still ... can’t be pulled 
away from their phones. 

San Francisco’s unique contribu- 
tion to hedonism may be to depopu- 
late it. We hardly even need to be here. 

Expect a lot more velvet eRopes — 
a lot more ways of signifying that cus- 
tomers have to be high status to drink 
here. Expect a burgeoning culture 

of prostitution — all major 
hedonism economies have 
it. But not in the way 
sex-worker advocates 
want. Pleasure at the 
push of a button is 
the order of the day, 
and if they can do 
away with women 
altogether in favor 
of really sexy poly- 
mers with a good 
interface, they prob- 


S355, ably will. 


Dystopian? Sure. 
HS But the architecture 
will be stunning and the 
surfaces will be interactive 
and the drinks will be incredible: 

Globalization has made the very best 
spirits more accessible than ever as 
we enter a golden age of mixology. 
Tourists will gape and gasp even as 
they shiver. 

I'm not guaranteeing this will hap- 
pen. I don’t predict the future; I just 
drink here. But our region's biggest 
industries are spending billions of 
dollars to make it possible. 

It starts small. It starts with the 
new owners of Schroeder’s — now 
a classic German beer hall where 
everyone sits in the common area — 
shrinking the common space to create 
a more “premium” area for people 
who pay for exclusivity. 

But the joke’s on them. Even ina 
hedonism economy, the VIP areas are 
almost always the most boring parts 
of a bar. We don’t go to bars to drink 
alone — and so exclusivity defeats the 
point. 

Here’s to you, San Francisco: The 
joke’s on us all.

Deciding where “rock” begins 
and ends in 2013 — and in a music 
scene as adventurous as the Bay Area's 
— is not an easy task. Some of these 
albums feature banjos, while others 
have guitars that would sound at home 
ona metal album. At least one has 
both. But however you define it, 2013 
was another good year for guitar music 
in this region, whether you like yours 
poppy, folky, psychedelic, or some- 
where in between. After some agony, 
we ve narrowed a long list to our 12 fa- 
vorite rock full-lengths of the year. 
Here they are. (And for more on what 
was a terribly thrilling year in Bay Area 
metal, see our roundup of the year’s 
best heavy albums on our music blog, 
All Shook Down.) 

1. Mikal Cronin, MCII (Merge) 

In a May cover story, we declared 
Mikal Cronin the best rock song- 
writer in San Francisco, based on the 
strength of his first album for the 
titan indie label Merge. Now that it’s 
December, we have no regrets. Cro- 
nin’s second LP hasn’t quite made him 
an international star — yet — but it 
sure stands out among the year’s crop 
of local rock records. MCII is tuneful; 
it’s sincere; it perfectly balances glassy, 
tender moments along with serrated, 
angry ones; and it’s just really fun 
to listen to over and over again. The 
album plays more like a hits collection 
than it has any right to, considering 
how early we are into the career of a 
Laguna Beach native who celebrates 
his 28th birthday this week — a guy 
who, until recently, was only known 
as the bass player for his high school 
pal Ty Segall. But Cronin is both a 
road-schooled rock sideman and the 
holder of a B.A. in music, and all of his 
skills come out on MCII. His straight- 
forward guitar pop harkens back to 
the catchy grunge anthems of the 
early 90s, but comes inflected with 
violin, saxophone, and piano — often 
in places you wouldn't expect. Cronin 
paid principal attention to honest, 
catchy songwriting here, and it shows: 
of the 10 cuts on MCII, every one 
lands somewhere in your head, and 
stays there. Ian S. Port 

2. Thee Oh Sees, Floating 
Coffin (Castle Face) 

The deans of San Francisco’s un- 
derground rock scene have never been 
more popular, and they’ve arguably 
never been better, either. Naysay- 
ers may moan that the spaced-out, 
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sweat-flinging assault of John Dwyer 
and Co. only really translates live, but 
that criticism is outdated. For Floating 
Coffin, Dwyer involved the other band 
members in the songwriting like he 
hadn’t in a long time, and the result 

is a vicious, grin-inducing document 
of fuzz-guitar brutality and seductive, 
boundless grooves. It sounds evil 

as hell, but if you've seen any of the 
band’s impossibly sold-out hometown 
shows this year, you'll know all those 
dark vibes stir up a surprisingly joyful, 
kinetic chaos inside the club. (Or even 
on Muni, if you have the volume high 
enough.) Thee Oh Sees we all know 
and love are loud, fast, and punishing. 
But on Floating Coffin, they’re also 
kind of dancey. We'll take it. ISP 

3. Cass McCombs, Big Wheel 
and Others (Domino) 

Behold, a double album that’s 
actually good all the way through. 
Folk-rock enigma Cass McCombs’ 
latest is unhurried and indulgent, but 
it’s full of memorable songs, from the 
haunting “Joe Murder” to the yawn- 
ing country ballad “Sooner Cheat 
Death Than Fool Love.” That sense of 
calm confidence might even be the al- 
bum’s best feature, the way it shuffles 
nonchalantly from a bristling rock 
tune to a spare lament, and pulls you 
right along with it. McCombs, a Bay 
Area native, is known for constantly 
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traveling, for not having a home, and 
here, perhaps for the first time, he’s 
fully captured the energy of that rest- 
lessness in his songs. ISP 

4. Sonny and the Sunsets, 
Antenna to the Afterworld 
(Polyvinyl) 

The standard metaphor for the 
Sunsets’ fourth — and best — al- 
bum is something like 60s rock (the 
Velvets, of course) beamed out into 
space and back into the 21st century. 
There’s certainly charm in the new 
Vangelis synths, or the mentions of 
cyborgs and aliens, but what makes 
Antenna great is Sonny’s perpetual 
ability to tell a goofy story that lets 
you feel the depth of his emotions, 
and to understand why he smiles 
at the simple joys of life, like the 
love of a green-blooded android.

5. Michael Beach, Golden 
Theft (Twin Lakes) 

Golden Theft is full of poetic nar- 
ratives, and Michael Beach’s arrange- 
ments mirror the thematic arcs of 
his words. This detailed sophomore 


solo album of understated guitar 
rock defies comparisons; likening 
Beach to other artists just seems 
reductive. “The Exhilarating Rise” 
heaves, swells and ascends to an 
ecstatic plateau. He’s a windswept 
balladeer at the bottom of “Moun- 
tains + Valleys” who “dissolves into 
the air” at its brilliant peak. Golden 
Theft sets listeners on an immersive 
and profound journey, and it sounds 
lovely, too. Sam Lefebvre 

6. Thao and the Get Down 
Stay Down, We the Common 
(Ribbon Music) 

Our long-beloved local folkstress 
finally broke through to national no- 
toriety this year, and the album that 
took her there deserved all the praise 
it got. We the Common is socially 
conscious and brave, but it’s also a de- 
light to listen to. Thao Nguyen’s voice 
is smoky and seductive, her lyrics of- 
ten painfully real, her band funky and 
innovative. Producer John Congleton 
layers a broad palette of sounds in 
places you'd never think to find them, 
making We the Common as rewarding 
in headphones as it is in a big-room 
sing-along. ISP 

7. The Mallard, Finding Mean- 
ing in Deference (Castle Face) 

There are so many bands trying to 
play gloomy post-punk now that you 
can almost forget what it sounds like 
when one really means it. The Mal- 
lard broke up before the release of its 
second album this year, but Finding 
Meaning in Deference only shows 
how badly we should miss them. 
Frontwoman Greer McGettrick 
comes through like a howling appa- 
rition, shrouded in reverb and the 
distance. Her band pummels away, 
straight-on, in rapid-fire bursts of 
snare drum, grenade explosions of 
guitar, contorted lines of synthesizer 
reaching to the horizon. The atmo- 
sphere is bleak, the vocals are nearly 
impossible to understand, and the 
instruments are grating. But in the 
Mallard’s darkest tension, you find 
incredible release. ISP 

8. Tony Molina, Dissed and 
Dismissed (Melters) 

Sometimes Tony Molina says his fa- 
vorite band is The Fastbacks. He also 
champions the first Hatebreed al- 
bum. He covers Thin Lizzy live in be- 
tween original songs that resemble 
Thin Lizzy songs. Usually, though, 
he just touts Metallica as the great- 
est band ever. Dissed and Dismissed 
sounds like that: unabashed bursts 
of reverence for gushing guitar pop 
distilled to the brevity of hardcore 
with a section devoted exclusively to 
shredding. Maybe it sounds strange, 
but this works incredibly well: His 
indulgence becomes ours, too. SL 

9. John Vanderslice, Dagger 
Beach (self-released) 

An elusive, haunting album about 
forcing yourself back together after 
your life falls apart, the gorgeously 
imperfect Dagger Beach does not 
reveal itself easily. But it’s worth 
becoming accustomed to >> p36

Maybe it didn’t feel like it, 


but 2013 was a landmark year for elec- 
tronic dance music in the Bay Area. For 
the first time in what seems like forever, 
there was once again a thriving under- 
ground scene, and that’s largely due to 
the efforts of a small network of new re- 
cord stores, carefully planned parties, 
and producers who've chosen to stay de- 
spite the rent increases. Here, then, are 
our picks for the best Bay Area dance 
music releases of 2013. 

1. Patrick Cowley, School Daze 
LP Re-issue (Dark Entries/Honey 
Soundsystem) 

HI-NRG dance icon Patrick Cowley 
died of AIDS in 1982, but his presence 
still looms large in San Francisco. 

Yet while most everyone is familiar 
with his hits — Sylvester’s “You 
Make Me Feel (Mighty Real)” being 
an easy touchstone — the earlier, 
more abstract side of his work has 
been largely unknown. School Daze 
rectifies this by compiling 16 lost 
compositions, recorded between ’73 
and ’81, that were later used to score 
gay porn films. Its tracks play out like 
a vision of the future sent from the 
past, with hypnotic and tripped-out 
sonic experiments that, on closer 
inspection, reveal themselves as a part 
of the blueprint for dance music as we 
know it today. It might seem strange 
to choose a compilation of this 
vintage as our No. 1, but that decision 
is as much for Cowley’s genius as it 

is to honor Honey Soundsystem and 
Dark Entries, the two excellent local 
labels that sought out this material 
and worked tirelessly to ensure it got 
its due. 

2. Afrikan Sciences, Theta 
Wave Brain Sync LP (Deepblak) 

While many producers have con- 
tented themselves with exploring 
dance music’s past, Oakland’s Afri- 
kan Sciences (aka Erik Porter Dou- 
glass) is concerned with its future. 
Theta Wave Brain Sync is Douglass at 
his most out-there, with slippery live 
jazz bass riffs and lush chords provid- 
ing the only point of reference in a 
record dominated by polyrhythms so 
convoluted and complex that they’d 
be confusing if they didn’t have a 
constant pulse. Hearing him invent 
this order from chaos is astonishing. 
It’s alien music that’s genuinely 
forward-thinking. 
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3. Vereker, Rosite EP (L.1.E.S.) 

Darkness and abrasion combine 
in Recondite, the second EP from 
Oakland producer Vereker on New 
York's highly respected L.I.E.S. im- 
print. Its three cuts descend into 
a bleak rhythmic zone that’s sub- 
merged beneath a layer of fizzing tape 
hiss. The highlight is “Disconnect,” 
which is hypnotic and minimal in its 
approach, with a sound that evokes 
the industrial-strength warehouse 
techno of the early ’90s. Punk rock 
is an association that’s often floated 
when discussing artists affiliated with 
L.LE.S., and here that’s particularly 
apt here: This is brutally uncompro- 
mising dance music from one of the 
Bay Area’s most gifted underground 
talents.

4. Bobby Browser, Still Brows- 
ing EP (100% Silk) 

Despite being a fringe genre for 
many years, deep house is currently 
on the rise in the Bay Area. One of 
the bigger figures in this scene is 
Bobby Browser. His Still Browsing 
EP expands upon his vision, moving 
away from the atmospheric dance 
music of his early work and into more 
dancefloor-oriented territory, with 
wailing divas, jazzy melodic samples, 
and a’90s New York-inspired 
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“The Best Comedy Club in The USA!"-pave cHarPetie KA

Vanderslice’s warped sonics, cho- 
rus-less songs, and emaciated sto- 
rylines. His lyrics are elliptical but 
sometimes devastating. His produc- 
tion is richly textured and counterin- 
tuitive (and it should be, considering 
he owns Tiny Telephone studios). 
Vanderslice never gives you what 
think you want, but makes you ache 
for what his songs do give — and 
maybe that’s the greater power. ISP 

10. Tartufi, These Factory 
Days (Southern) 

Where many are abbreviated, 
Tartufi is epic. Where some are 
single-minded, Tartufi is voracious. 
The seven tracks on the band’s latest 
album are not easy to categorize — 
they veer from country-folk to math- 
rock, from indie pop to near-metal 
— but they are always powerful, af- 
fecting, and surprising. ‘The restless- 
ness and ambition on display here is 
of a rare quality, so it’s no surprise 
this trio has a global fanbase. ISP 

11. Legs, Legs (Loglady) 

Nearly every exalted chorus and 
radiant melody on Legs self-titled 
debut demonstrates the Oakland

5. Ghosts on Tape, “No Guest- 
list” / “Sill Got The Feeling” Sin- 
gle (Icee Hot) 

If you spent any time in San 
Francisco's more forward-leaning 
clubs this year, chances are high that 
you re well acquainted with Ghosts on 
Tape’s “No Guestlist”/’Still Got The 
Feeling.” The A-side in particular has 
been an anthem, with its Lil’ Louis 
“Club Lonely” dialogue sample (“Miss 
thing, there is no guest list tonight!”) 
carried by aggressive drums, sharp 
stabs, and an uptempo energy that’s 
evocative of the producer’s breakneck 
DJ sets. 

6. Matrixxman, The XX Files 
EP (Fifth Wall) 

It’s been a breakout year for Ma- 
trixxman, and a lot of that is due to 
the techno-tinged grooves on The XX 
Files EP, from New York it-label Fifth 
Wall. It leads with “Case Closed,” 

a dubbed-out bass line frenzy that 
bounces improvised synthesizer 

riffs off a surface of claps and kicks. 
That track earned him favor with an 
international audience, but it was the 
snake rattle drums of “Protocol” that 
made this EP such a hit in the S.F. 
underground. 

7. Tone of Arc, The Time Was 
Right LP (No.19 Music) 

One of the biggest surprises of 
2013 came from local tech-house 
duo Tone of Arc. The duo’s debut LP 
neatly defines a sound that’s as much 
club-ready bass line dance music as it 
is an oddball mish-mash of psyche- 
delic, no-wave freak-outs. Throw ina 


quartet’s masterful pop sensibility. 
Yet catchiness still needs room to 
breathe, so each player also exercises 
restraint. Leading up to the buoyant 
chorus on “Two Colours,” the guitars 
drop out where lesser bands might 
build everything up. Each member 
wisely defers to the will of the song, 
with understated gestures fusing 
into a perfect vessel to advance the 
band’s beautiful guitar-pop. SL 

12. Shannon and the Clams, 
Dreams in the Rat House 
(Hardly Art) 

On their second full-length, Shan- 
non and the Clams come damn close 
to perfecting their charming brand 
of girl-group punk, capturing the 
tightness and teenage abandon that 
makes their live show so thrilling. 
These songs come steeped in the retro 
charms, with plenty of Del Shannon 
odes and a deliberate sense of musti- 
ness, but it’s still vintage pop as only 
the Bay Area can do it: taut, silly, and 
blown-out. ISP

8. Vin Sol, It’s House EP 
(Soo Wavey) 

The pairing of local producer Vin 
Sol and Chicago house heavyweight 
Tyree Cooper is one that clearly 
should have happened years ago. On 
It’s House, Sol dives into a murky, 
atmospheric mood, with droning 
synthesizers and crisp hi-hat patterns, 
all of which is made fresh by spo- 
ken-word vocals from Cooper. 

9. Max + Mara, Less Ness LP 
(Dark Entries) 

The past year has seen the rise of 
a bleaker current in Bay Area dance 
music. A lot of it revolves around the 
burgeoning dark wave club scene, 
where DJs play freshly uncovered ’80s 
goth obscurities. One consequence of 
this is that there are now new groups 
putting a modern spin on this sound, 
such as Max + Mara, whose debut LP, 
Less Ness, successfully marries techno 
club appeal with the gloomy atmo- 
spherics of yesteryear. 

10. Blue Soul, Summer Trip EP 
(Roam Recordings) 

We’re not sure what it is, but 
there’s something so San Francisco 
about the funky, electronic sound of 
’80s disco. Case in point is Blue Soul's 
Summer Trip, a laid-back EP whose 
titular single combines soulful vocals 
(courtesy of local singer Marissa 
Guzman), chunky analog synth hits, 
and dreamy electric piano chords 
for one serious late-night dancefloor 
anthem.

Means 
Business

Fat Mike is way more responsible than 
you think he is. He’s like that guy who 
got you high every day before math 
class, yet mysteriously aced the final 
you failed, neglecting to inform you 
that he was hitting the books while 
you hit the snack cakes. Most people 
think of him as a mohawk-wearing, 
pill-popping BDSM enthusiast who 
can't always remember the words to 
NOFX’s deep catalog of infectious pop- 
punk. He'd rather you focus on that 
than the fact that he’s built an empire 
with his label Fat Wreck Chords — one 
he skillfully stewarded through the re- 
cord industry’s ongoing collapse — 
sold millions of his own band’s 
records, and managed to raise a happy 
and healthy daughter in addition. But 
what kind of notorious rowdiness will 
NOFX get up to when it plays the War- 
field on New Year’s Eve? We got the 
band’s 46-year-old San Francis- 
co-dwelling leader on the phone to 
find out. 


SF Weekly: “Cell Out,” off 
your new album Self-Entitled, 
has us thinking that people 
don't really respect your bound- 
aries. How do you react when 
fans get into your space? 

Fat Mike: That song is about a 
show I was at at the [now-defunct 
rock venue] SF Pound. I felt some- 
thing on my face — it was kinda 
itchy, scratchy, and warm. Then I felt 
it again. And it turns this woman 
was squirting me in the face with her 
boob. She said, “You’re a sellout.” I 
guess that’s invading my space. But 
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Fat Mike, at far right, is a punk-rock 
millionaire. 


people don’t really bother me. San 
Francisco is a cool city. 


How is Fat Wreck Chords do- 
ing in the wake of the collapse of 
the record industry? 

We're doing really well right now. 
Vinyl’s doing really well. But, you 
know, about five years ago, we had 
to fire half our people. We had offices 
worldwide, in Berlin and Canada 
and Australia. We went from 18 
people, now we're down to six. But, 
thankfully, we’re still selling a lot of 
records. 


And is it sustainable? 

Oh, it’s not sustainable. The re- 
cord industry sucks. The Swingin’ 
Utters used to sell 50,000 copies of 
their records. Now they sell eight 
[thousand]. It’s just how it is. Every- 
one’s selling 25 percent of what they 
used to, or less. 


So what are the big plans for 
New Year's? Albums in their en- 
tirety? Champagne? 

I don’t know about Champagne. 
There will definitely be cocaine. 
We're not sure but we've been 
talking about doing The Decline or 
the whole Punk in Drublic. We usually 
do drag for New Year’s, but this year 
we might go as clowns. The back- 
stage at the Warfield is huge, too, so 
there'll be a lot of debauchery. And 
they said we could stay late so that’s 
cool. 


Is this gonna be like three 
hours of music? 

No, no. No one wants to hear 
three hours of music. More like an 
hour and a half. No one knows what 
we re gonna play any given night. | 
never even know what we're gonna 
play. I choose from a list of like a 
hundred songs right before we go on.

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THE CLIT'S THE THING!

During our chat, Wallace 
told me that a column I wrote years ago about the 
importance of the clit had a big impact on her asa 
teenager. I’m reprinting that column this week for 
three solid reasons: Ignorance about the clit is still 
rampant, reprinting the column allows me to plug 
Wallace’s work (check it out at sophiawallace.com), 
and it’s Christmas and I’m taking the week off. 
Happy New Year! 


Hey, Faggot: 

My question involves my present girlfriend and ex-girl- 
friend, as I’ve had the same problem with both. Both 
say Iama good lover. Lovemaking sessions have lasted 
hours. However, neither could have an orgasm via in- 
tercourse alone. They can each come ina second by 
masturbation, and in minutes from oral sex. They say 
they’ve come very close during intercourse with me. 
They also say I shouldn’t worry. But if [didn’t worry 
about it, wouldn't I be one of those guys women com- 
plain about all the time? I’m beginning to get a com- 
plex. I wonder what I'm doing wrong. I wonder if they 
would be more satisfied if they were with someone bet- 
ter endowed. During intercourse, I feel myself becom- 
ing discouraged: I think that she will never enjoy this as 
much as I do, and sometimes these thoughts have 
caused me to go soft in the middle of the act. Please tell 
me what to do. 

Brooklyn 


Hey, Brooklyn: 

Your desire not to be “one of those guys women 
complain about all the time” is commendable, but 
it would be more so if you'd bothered to educate 
yourself about women’s bodies and women’s or- 
gasms before you started fucking women. 

News flash: Most women are unable to 
“have an orgasm via intercourse alone.” Why is 
this? Because the business end of the clitoris 
— which plays as central a role in her sexual 
pleasure as the head of your cock plays in yours 
— is located outside and above the vagina, not 
inside and up it. Are you with me? The clitoris 
is not a joy buzzer at the top of the vaginal ca- 
nal. It doesn’t matter how big your dick is, how 
hard your dick is, or how far you manage to get 
it in (okay, those things do matter, but not for 
the sake of this argument): The clit’s the thing!

How would you react to that, Brooklyn? 
Probably like this: You would get up, get dressed, 
tell her she’s full of shit — delusional — and 
inform her on your way out the door that all of 
her previous boyfriends were liars. You wouldn't 
settle for indirect stimulation — so why should 
your girlfriends have to settle for indirect stim- 
ulation? 

I’m going to let you off the hook just a bit: 
You most likely aren’t entirely responsible for 
your ignorance or your predicament. The wom- 
en you've slept with up to this point may have 
contributed to your ignorance. A lot of women, 
when they first start having sex, believe they 
should be able to have orgasms from inter- 
course alone — because that’s the way women’s 
orgasms seem to work in movies, porn, and 
romance novels, and, funnily enough, it’s the 
way their ill-informed young boyfriends insist 
women’s orgasms work. Consequently, some 
young women psych themselves out, convincing 
themselves that they're having orgasms while 
their boyfriends huff and puff; other women 
fake orgasms for fear that their boyfriends will 
think they’re damaged goods if they can’t come 
from intercourse alone. 

Since inexperienced young women tend to 
have sex with inexperienced young men, these 
psyched/faked orgasms can leave young men 
with a false impression of the way women’s bod- 
ies work and, sadly, of their own sexual abilities. 
Bad-in-bed boys bop through their sex lives until 
the earth-shattering moment when they find 
themselves in bed with a woman who insists 
on a little hand action or a lot of oral sex. When 
a boy finds himself in bed with a woman who 
demands that her orgasm (and her clit) play as 
central a role in the sex act as his orgasm (and 
the head of his dick), these boys — these dear, 
sweet, darling breeder boys — freak the fuck 
out. They think the new girlfriend is some sort 
of psychotic nympho, or, like you, they think 
their lovemaking skills have deteriorated or their 
cocks suddenly aren't big enough. 

But the new girlfriend isn’t a psychotic nym- 
pho. She’s just not a doormat. And the boy’s 
lovemaking skills haven’t deteriorated — they 
never developed in the first place. And as for 
your particular cock, Brooklyn, it may be too 
big, too small, or just right, but almost all wom- 
en need stimulation in addition to fucking to 
achieve orgasm, regardless of their manfriend’s 
cock size. So the size of your pee-pee doesn’t 
matter all that friggin’ much, except, perhaps, 
aesthetically. 

You fear the girlfriend “will never enjoy [in- 
tercourse] as much as! do,” Brooklyn, and that 
fear sometimes causes you to go soft. Fear not: 
She'll enjoy the fucking just as much as you do, 
so long as you remember to pay attention to her 
clit while you're fucking her. Learn more about 
women’s bodies, listen to your partner's verbal 
cues, watch for her physical ones, and make her 
pleasure a priority — that’s how you avoid being 
one of those men women complain about all the 
time.
